Persian line which Russians effectively controlled. During the war it was taken 
over by our military authorities; since the war it has boon worked by Indian State 
Telegraphs. Indo-European ‘Telegraph Department have tot at any time 
controlled line nor possessed any right to do 20, Cost of agmovements to line 
effected by British military authorities estimated at about 25,000 tomans, Persian 
Government, however, demand evacuation and restitution of their line, which we 
haye no valid grounds for refusing. 

2 Govarninent of Tals, Rome, wishes to obtain contol over line by Indo: 
European Department, and for that object. is-prepared (a) not to charge Persian 
Government with cost of improvements, (b) in last resort to asstime full cost of 
maintenance. 

8, Director here of Indo-European Department has negotiated for eperaiion 
of line by Indo-European for account of Persian Government on bisis of cost of 
maintenance being shared by Tndia and Persia in proportion of seven’ to, two, 
Persian Government flatly reject proposal and avow orally their fear of offending 
Russia. In the present Persian temper, and certainly so long us present Government 
is in power, it is useless to, parsue this negotiation, and 1 have therefore recom 
mended director not to offer by.

‘Advance, and begged) him to exhort his Prime Minister to come to torms.on these and 
not himself to confuse the issue by fresh proposals. I could uot, of course, decline to 
ropresont His Majesty's views to you, but I could hold ont no hopo.of their producing 
any satisfactory result, 

T think that interview moy have had a good effect Prime Minister saw His 
Mojoaty immediately afterwards and camo to seo mo\carly this morning. His Highness 
svas muuch more tractable, and L hope to be able to telegraph within twenty-four. hours 
to you a form of writion nasurances on four points which, T and trust, will be 
accoptable’ to His Majesty's Government, Prime Minister has now gone to secure 
approval of Medjliss in so acting, I have‘received valuable assistance from Colonel 
Grey in these protracted conversations with his Highness. 

‘Shali's idea was, no doubt, to got something on account for the army for fear of ita 
holding him to rausom when ‘he wanta to leave for Europe. Somewhat to my relief, 
His Majesty made no allusion whatever to his projected journey.

I have already had interview with khans, who seemed to. be fayourably 
impressed with cordial friendliness of my attitude, ‘Their point is that we should 
ut provide funds to a Government which will use them to destroy Bakhtiari 
influence. 

Ttold them that Persia is one family, and although we no doubt had a particular 
affection for its Bakhtiari member, it was in everybody's interest for us to be on 
od terms with familys a whole; a got relations With thenelves could never 

ave tou So friendly as they are if we had played off on tribal faction against 
another, Situation I hoped for was one where friends of England would also, be 
friends of Persian Government, and then much trouble would be saved, I added 
that for the time being 1 was in no anxiety as regards their capability of looking 
aiter themselves. They replied that in aoe 80 they would be protecting our 
interests ag well, to which 1 remarked that the Germans'had discovered that we 
Possessed means of our own for that purpose. 
__ I did not want to go any farther pending your instructions, as khans might 
interpret a declaration of neutrality on our part as an invitation to attack Cossacks 
an stakes and if there is to be aggression it had better come from the 
er side,

MEDJLISS resolution reported in my telégratn No, 10 was voted in the same 
vay a that regarding Standard Oil eanoasion in North Porn jc udden presentation 
of proposal by the Government to Modjliss, immediate reference, to Commissions for 
Foreign Affairs and Finance, favourable report of these two commissions returned to 
Medjliss within an hour and a hasty di m With scarcely any opportunity for debate. 
A similar result can be obtained on any issue so long as Nosrat-ed-Dowlehi continues 
to couttol bloc whose subserviency he has purchased. Name of company making 
vance was withheld from the Modjliss Tt ie. evidently anticipated that he sionoy 
‘rill be [group nndecypherable] immediately, and Persian Government has the option 
to repay it from southern oil royalties for 1921-22 any time up to December next, 

Prime Minister, eo I leara from Colonel Grey, is disappointed at his failure to 
secure (group unesypberable] Meditis to formulate assurances whieh T undertook 
last Sunday to recommend for your acceptance (see my telegrain No. 1). This may 
well be true, for his Highness ean hardly fail to realise, from language which I hayo 
consistently held to him, that an appeal to United States for fonds must seriously 
jeopardise Persia's chanco of obtaining financial assistance from British soutreos, 

T can hardly conceive a more foolish move, from Persian point of view, than this 
proposed dollar advance ; 1,000,000 dollars will not even suffice to pay off arrears, and, 
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sinless Persian Government have convincing assurances that more American money i= 
in the background, it seems to me a measure of crazy desperation. . 

Real question, however, is whether money will or will not be forthcoming from 
United States, and T shall anxiously await information from you on this point, for, in 
view of understanding with State Department recordod in Sir A. Geddes's telegram 
No, 825, intervention of His Majesty's Government at Washington may well avail to 
stop an’ advance. If, however, Americans are bent on queering our pitch they now 
Tiave an excellent chance of doing it ‘ : 

T am told, but have no proof, that Russian Minister bas been urging Persian 
Goyernwent to deal with United States financiers exclusively, and presumption seems 
probable. Twonder whether you have contemplated possibility of an understanding 
With United States Government in regard. to. general question of financing Persian 
Governinent with a view to eventual introduction of very necessary reforms? From a 
Joeal point of viow such an arrangement presents obviousadvantages, Hoth Persian and 
Russian mancnuvees to play America off against England would be defeated ; united 
pressure of His Majesty's Government and United States Government: on Persian 
Government to secure an agreed programme of reorganisation and reform of Persian 
finances and administration ought to prove irresistible; while an agreement between 
Anglo-Persian and Standard Oil Companies such as is foreshadowed, by Sir A. Geddes 
‘vould presumably miximise, if not actually remove, danger of conflicting commercial 
interests. I cannot tell, however, whether such a scheme would be compatible with 
genoral policy of His Majesty's Government.

‘The record of the finst. thryo Ministers mentioned above is well known to. your 
Lordship. Mushar-es-Saltanch was Foreign Ministor in the last Cabinet of Mushir-ed- 
Dowleb, He is over 60, and was formerly a Foreign Office official, where he was for 
many years iu charge of the Russian’ section, His appointment is probably not 
isagrecable to the Russian Legation. He has during recent: years been in touch with 
lemagogic elements of the capital, and was one of the persons arrested by Seyyid 
-Dit. His character is not aufficiently strong for him to be considered dlangerous. 
‘Amir Anam is a son-in-law of Vossugh-ed-Dowleb, andy doctor of mevlicine. His 
last Ministerial nppointment was that of Minister of Public Works in the Cabinet of 
Vossugh-ed-Dowleh, He is a partisan of Kawam-es-Saltaneh’s family, but he has not 
played a very active part in party: politics re - 
Musaddigh-cé-Saltanch was appointed Minister of Justice in the Cabinet: of 
Mushir-ed-Dowleh. He was at the time in Europe, and) while on his way to Tebran 
hhe was stopped at Shiraz and! appointed Governor-General of Fars. By the honesty 
of his adiniiatration he gore great satisfaction to His Majesty's consol at Shiraz, the 
Tospector-General of the South Persia Tiles, and the people of Kars, He refused. to 
accept the régime of Seyyid Zin-ed-Din and was removed from his post. Before 
attaining Minigeral rank bo was for some tine employed in the Mite of Finance, 
and was once Under-Secretary of State for Finance, He has « reputation for scrupulous 
financial honesty and for demagogy. Hie mother is a sister of Farman Farms, with 
whom, however, he is on bad terms, He is a doctor of laws of the University of Paris. 


Gi 


NeyyireeSultan is a friend of Musuddigh-tsSaltaneh, and a repressutanve type 
-f the Tehran professional politician and agitator. He was at one time Under-Secretar 
-of the Interior, but was dismissed and exiled to Europe by Vossugh-ed-Dowleh, He 
rotumed with other exiles during the Cabinet of Mushir-ed-Dowleh. He was « Deputy 
in the second Medjliss, and, at first, one of the Independents, but: later gravitated 
towards the Democrats. He was recently arrested by the Minister of War in connection 
with the alleged plot against the lives of Sardar Sepah and Kawam-csSultaneh (seo 
my despatch No, 212 of the 14th October). He was, however, released after a few 
days’ detention on, it is said, the private intervention of the Russian Legation. He 
has recently been heard to express fiiendly sentiments towards England, but it is 
doubtiul whether he hax any deep political convictions, 

Shaiab-ed-Dowleh, previously Maser of Ceromonies at the Coury ia the Shah's 
representative in the Cabinet, His Highness sccompanied His Majesty on his recent 
tour in Europe, and was introduced to your Lordship, Although’ unreliable, he has 
pleasant mavnera and speaks French and English fluently. He was for a long time a 
Permanent oficial in the Persian ‘Telegraph Department, and bag tee before been 

ister «f Posts and Telegraphs, bosides holding other Ministerial appointments in 
ephemeral Cabinets, He is in close connection with the Democratic elements, and is 
credited with a considerable influence over’ the Shah and among the offiars of the 
Cossack Division, 

Amid-es-Saltaneh was Minister of Justice in tho previous Cabinet, but resigned 
office in order to take his seat in the Medjliss. He has now reoceupied the post ho 
temporarily vacited, He line long boen an agent. of KawannovSiltancl, ania a 
financially eorrapt as his master, but as alway shown. hina very friendly to 

ritain. 

‘The composition of the present Cabinet is characteristic of that mixture of reaction 
and deuiagogy which has always: distinguished Kawam-es-Saltauch, 'The present 
Cabinet is, from the British point of view, more satisfactory than its predevessor, All

out of resentment for their treatment, by Seyyid Zis-ud-Din, whom they persist in 
regarding os a British instrument, 
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Howover unreasoinble this argument may be, Tam of tho opinion gh wo should 
ect these overtures, and that, after becoming delay, we should readinit this 


scrongly opposed to allowing tig family to reoceupy the pivilge 
position they gained through ciroumstance of war. Such preferential treatment of any 
Persians is inconvenient and inclined adversely to affect our. relations with other 
notables, Tt is the more to be deprecated in the case of a family notoriously corrupt 
and intriguing. My view is that Ferman Ferma and his sons should be treated os any 
other Persian politicians who cultivate friendly relations with His Majesty tion, 
Owing to their services during and after the war—services which were adequately. paid 
for—His Majesty's Government gave Ferman Ferma and his fimily written assurances 
of protection for life, property and honour, We are not in a position to give effect to 
such comprehensive assuranoes in the present state of Persia, and they eonsttnte m 
burden of which we would be well rid. 

‘The openly hostile attitude of this family ducing the last five months seems to 
provide justification for annulling the assurances given to them in return for their 
friendly co-operation during and after the war, Ihave therefore the honour to euqut 
of your Lordship whether I may inform Ferman Ferma in due course that His 
Majesty's Government regard their assurances of protection as cancelled by the events 
of the last five months, 

‘The opportnnity for making’ such an intimation may not occur, immediately, 
Ferman Fertna has made the first step towards a reconciliation, but Persian formalism 
‘or political vicissitudes. way provoribe a considerable delay before the noxt advance.

In the conversation, which lasted for more than an hour, the Shah contrasted 
the pleasures and distractions of life in a large European city—he confessed that, he 
nroferred Paris to London—to the monotony and inoedsant palitieal worry of his position 
here, and somewhat embarrassed me by suddenly enquiring: “Est-co que vous ne 
trouvez pas In viv torriblement désagréable ici?” His Majesty did not, however, 
inention the question of his wetual departure, and if he really hid made up his mind to 
start for Europe in the near future, 1 think he would almost certainly have alluded to 
the journey aud enquired whether His Majesty’s Government would be willing 
to facilitate it in any way. 

Tt is caid here that the Prime Minister, backed by the Minister of War and the 
army, and by the patliamentary influence of Nosrat-ed-Dowleh, would not. be averse 
Hom eecng the Shai leave the country, twenuke the epportunity would present isle 
for appointing a weak Regent and thus coucentrating teal power in the hands of this 
triumvirate.

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Tt is clear from the mete of the Governor-General of Fars, transmitted by His

Hix Imperial 
Highness has, I believe, shown the friendliest sentiments to Great Britain since 
becoming Governor-General of Fars, although I have heard it said that during the early 
pact of the war the German Minister, Prince of Reuss, exercised his influence over the 
Shab through the intermedia of Nosrat-es-Saltaneh.

‘The English Bank thus refuses the Government's coin, All its announcements 
and threata are continued, tntil its suggestions sind proposals are nocepted by tho 
Government, when immediately the curreney coin of the country becomes. aoceptable 
‘to the bank authorities. The rate of exchange is always in the hands of the bank, 
‘Transactions in the market are held np every day until the rates are quoted by the 
bank, It looks us if the whole market belongs to tho bank. Rates of sterling and 
rupees depend upon the bank’s wishes and intentions. Putting all these matters aside, 
the bank’s unfairness in one question npaaet all others, that is to say, when the bank 
hhas large sum of sterling to dispose of they fnstruct their elements to buy all the 
exchanges they can from fhe market at 10 per cont, above the rate of the day. ‘This 
makes the price of sterling to riso, and the people, in order to protect: thelr eredit, 
become buyers of sterling, ‘Then the bank sells sterling at 30 per cont. prof. AG 
soon as the sterling is nearly disposed of, the bank will all of a sudden drop their rate 
and their brokers begin to buy back for them the same sterling that: may have been soll 
for 60 keans at 50 krans, This is done several times during a month, and the 
merchants thus are mere toys in the hands of the bank. The bank alters the rates of 
exchange to whichever side it pleases. a) 

‘We expect merchants will at least look after their own interests and wo reserve the 
remainder of our information for further issues. 

‘As regards the commercial of the Tebran market, the holders of 
merebandise are not real owners, are more like brokers, for the goods belong to 
merchants residing in Bagdad, Basra, Bombay and sometimes in Kermansha, and aro 
forwarded to those people in Persia who are known as merchants on commission, 
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‘The principal causes that can be attributed to this lack of merchants are two 
thingo, namely, lack of safety and non-existence of a stationary rate of exchange, 

We hope to disouss these two points in our next issue, and we shall appreciate-<Ay 
information that may be given us by merchants and others. who are. interested. in 
publication of such articles.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatches Nos. 1521 and 1592 of the 
17th November and 5th ‘December, T have the honour to sequaint you that 
conversations have been in progress for the past week between the president of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey and Sir John Cadman, representing the Anglo. 
Persian Oil Company, on the subject of concessions relating to the exploitation of oil 
deposits in certain provinces of Northern Persia, In the course of these conversations 
John Cadman was alvised that the Standard Oil Company had been approached 
by the Persian Government with the request. that they should take up a concession for 
in Northern Persia, ‘The proposed concession, which is stated to be only in draft 
fom, covers five provinces, all bit two of which ate also incluted in the Khostaria 
conceasions, Tt purports to run for a period of fifty years, provides for the payment of 
‘i royalty of 19 por cont, crude ofl in kind, and stipulates also that: the Standard Oil 
Company sball make to the Persian Government loan of 8,000,000 dollars for 
five years at 7 per cent, interest, the royalties received from the Auglo-Persian Oil 
Company to be pledged as security. ‘The concession has been discussed with the 
Standard Oil Company by Mr, Morgan Shuster, who claims to represent the Persian 
Government in the matters . cS, 
“DAs a result of the conversation between Mr. A. H. Bedford and Sir John 
Cadman, on ugreement has beon reached between the Standard Oil Company and the 
Anglo-Persiait Company, under whioh the Northern Pensian area is) to, be. jointly 
‘xploited by the two companies on an equal basis, and, apart, from the details of 
auttable working arraugement, the only important point remaining unsettled is, chat 
falating to the- choles. batween the Khostaria concessions, on the one hand, and the 
Standard Oil Company's concession on the other, At the outset the Standard Oil 
Couipany were anxious to establish their own, conession, ostensibly, at, least, because 
its terms were regarded as more fwvourable than those of the Khostaria concessions. 
On the 15th instant they sent Dr, J, Bassett Moore to Washington to diseuss the 
whole matter with the Department of State, and, as there: appeared to be some danger 
that, the State Departiuent might give strong suppurt to the Standard’ elaiins, I 
considered it advisable to endeavour to ascertain their views and intention 
Accordingly the Counsellor of the Embassy, accompanied by the Commersial 
Counsellor, called on the Under-Secretary, Mr, Fletcher, on the 17th instant, ‘The 
substance ‘of the conversation held on ‘thit occasion is contained in the enclosed 
Memorandum, and your Lordship will observe that an informal understanding was 
Arrived at ulder which each Government shall inform the other before taking any 
definite step in relation to the present, neyotiations between the companies. ‘The views 
Of His Slajesty’s Government regarding, the dishonest action of the Government of 
Persia in endeavouring to cancel or disregard the Khostaria concessions had already 
been mado known to the Department of Stite. I felt confident therefore that the 
informal arrangement referred to could not embarrass us, while it provided the surest 
neana by which we could maintain « constant contact with the State Department on 
the subject and take timely measures to prevent. or forestall any démarche on their 
part whieh ight conplieato the situation, “However, subiequent developments appear 
Ye have eliminated this danger, for the moment at all events, as [learn from Sir John 
Cadman chit the Standard Oil Cotopany have pacivaly Accepted his arguments in 
favour of both companies, and, if necessary, both Governments joining forces in support 
taria concession ‘ ‘ 
a enn the Standard Oil Company have come to realise the weakness of their 
ov claim: nd the dangers to which thelr position would be exposed in the future if 
they Were now to.ussist ehe Persian Government to repudiate contracts whose validity 
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is beyond question. Whatever their motives may be, they setmed to haye changed 
their attitude towards Mr. Shuster. ‘The latter has naturally been very desirous of 
haying the Khostaria concessions set, aside in favour of the new deal, ‘under whose 
terms the Persian Government would secure a much-needed loan. He hus been 
Brsssing the eompany for uu advance on th loan and endeavouring to iifluenee their 
lecision by the statement that, unless it could secure a sum of at least 1,000,000 dollars 
at once; the present Persian Government would pass out of office, and with it would 
Aisappear the chances uf the Standard for participation in Persian oilfelds. Acoonding 
to information given to Sir Joh Cadman, the Standard has now told Mr, Shuster that, 
after: di of the matter with the Anglo-Persian Company, they doubt whether 
the Persian Government had a clear title to gant them the ‘eonciasion, and 
Mr. Shuster has been driven to invite them to discuss the position in the two provinoss 
not covered by the Khostaria claims, Even as regards those two provinces Sir John 
Cadman, I understand, is opposing any loan which would be secured on the Atiglo- 
Persian royalticn, Indeed, he hus taken the ground that any payment of thelkind to 
Persia, before the Khostaria concession has been fully reinstated, would be a great 
mistake, and, as matters now stund, it seems ‘not: improbable that the Standard Oil 
Company will submit to his guidance. ‘This is most important from the point of view 
of the Anglo-Persian Compauy since any interference with the Khostarix concessions 
might possibly endanger the major concessions under which that ‘company operates in 
Porsian territory. From the point of view'of Hix Majesty's Governmeut it ig also very, 
importint, because if the Stendard OU interests can bo eliminated us u possible soureo 
of independent aid to the Persian Government, the hopes of financial assistatco from 
America which that Governinent now entertain will be very much weakened, and they 
may bo fired to abandon the unfriendly activities and inbriguos. of which yout 
Lordship hass latterly liad so much good reason to complain, A consideration of ever 
greater moment is that the successful establishment, of common interests and 
consequent friendly relations between the Anglo-Persian’ and the Standard Oil 
Companies might well give a new aspect to the whole oil situation, and remove one 
Powerfl fator from amongst the hostly influenes to be reckoned with in tho relations 

tween the United States and the British Empire: 

4. Thad all these considerations in mind when 1 telegraphed to your Lordship 
to-day suggesting that action on’ your despatch No, 1892 should bo. euapontded for tho 
present, Evew if the Secretary of State wore to consent at once to issue a warning to 
American interests in accordance with the last paragraph of that despatch, I do not 
know to. whot interests, other than the Standard Oil group, his caveat could. be 
addressed at this moment, and un official intimution to them in the sense indicated 
might possibly interfere with the smooth flow of negotiations which are now wpparenth 
ina very promising position, Should’ those negotiations break down, 1 propose, with 
your Lordship's upproval, to carry out without further delay the instructions contained 
in your despatch, but if they should be. brought fo « successful conclusion, I feel that 
ny conversations or correspondence we may have with tha United States Govern. 
ment relative to the situation in Persia oa be conducted in a much more friendly 
atmosphere,

Memorandum of Interview held at Departmont of State on December 17, 1921, 


Mx, H. G. CHILTON, Counsellor of the Embassy, and Mr, J. J, Broderick, 
Comimercial Counsellor, called at the State Department und were received by 
Mr. H. P. Fletcher, Under-Secretary of State. 

Mr. Broderick referred to some correspondence which bad recently. taken place 
between the Department of State and the Embassy relative to a report that the 
resent Persian Government had granted a concession purporting to authorise the 
Standard Oil Company to exploit petroleum deposits in territory in Nortlern Persia 

ig within the limits of a concession previously granted by a former Persian 
Government toa Russian subject, which latter conovasion had sinice been acquired by 
the Anglo Persian Oil Company, Information hid now reashed the Enlassy co the 
effect that negotiations were inv progress between the Standard Qil Company’ and the 
Anglo-Persian Company, and it appeared that they had come, or were abvut, to come, 
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toan agreement. on the subject. His Majesty's Ambassador had received this report 
swith considerable’ satistaction as, if it were accurate, it would probably prevent the 
matter from forming the subject of a discussion between the United States Government 
and His Majesty's Government, His Excellency was confident that the Department 
of State wold fook with favour on the amicable settlement of such claims between the 
parties themselves, but he would be glad if he might. be informed whether, in the 
present instunee, the State Department had any special views. 

Mr. Fletohor said at once that, generally speiking, he fully shared the 
Ambassador's views tegarding the friendly adjustment of such inatters between the 
rival claiments, but so far as the particular case in question was concerued, while 
the State Department knew of the claims of the Standard Oil Company they had no 
information as to whether any other American interest was involved, and could not 
therfore commit themeclves d finitely at this time. Mr. Fletcher aded that he had 
observed that the Sinclair Oil Company, another American concern, usually followed 
rather closely on the heels of the Standard in foreign fields. He did not know whether 
tho Sinclair Company, or any otnor American company besides the Standard, claimed 
any interest in Northern Persia, but he emphasised ‘the statement that no greater 
support would be given by the State Department to the Standard than to any other 
American concern. Mx, Fletcher then went on to say that his information regurdin 

ns between the Standard and the Anglo-Persian Companies cotncid 

with the information which had reached the Ambassador. Indeed, he believed. that 
‘an agreement, had actually boon reached, and Dr. J. Bassett Moore had visited the 
State Department a few days ago and informed them of the yeneral purport of the 
arrangements the Standard: had been making with Sir John Cadman. At this point 
Ms, Hlotoher tolophoued for Mr. Dearing, Assistant Secretary of State, who, it seems, is 
charge of all oil questions at the State Department. Mr. Dearing con! 
Mr, Mlotcher had aid royarding De, Moore's visi It appeared that Dr. Moore had 
iiforined Mr, Dearing of the negotiations and that Mr. Millspaugh was albo present at 
the interview, 

Mr, Dearing added that the Department had not had au opportunity to study 
the situation closely enough to enable them to define their “reaction,” but he too 
intimated that. they wore glad to see such matters settled between the parties 
themselves, 

Both he and Mx. Fletcher agreed with a further ouguestion put forvard. by 
Mr. Broderiole that in ons it became necessary for either or both of the Governments 
to tako any vetion in connection with the agreement said to have been reached Ly the 

companies, it would be desirable that cach Government should inform the other 
before actually taking any defivite step. In this connection, Mr. Fletcher said that 
tho Porsien authorition might very possibly be engaged in an effort to. play off ane 
Government against the other for their own purposes, and he agreed that nothing 
should be done to encourage any such intrigue on their part. 

‘The interview then terminated with the understanding that the Embassy and the 
State Department should keep each other informed in advanes of any developments 
which might come to their knowledge likely to lead to Governmental action in relation 
to the concessions in which the Anglo-Persian and thy Standard Companies are now 
jointly interested. A 

Te should be udded that, in the course of tle conversation, Ar, Dearing, referring 
to the desite of th American Government to bring about the adoption everywhere of 
the principle of “equal opportunity,” said that: the United States Government might 
shortly approach us with a request to allow certain American petroleum engineers to 
visit Mesopotamia and carry out some exploration work there. He explained that 
their visit would not be contiected with existing claims in that region.

Memorandum of an unoficial Interview with His Majesty King Peival, dated 
December 10, 1921. 


ON the evening of my arrival at Bagdad I had the honour of meeting the King of 
Irak at dinuer with tho British High Commissioner, and His Majesty was good enough 
to invite me to call on him in his own residence yesterday afternoon, Tho only dth

_ L enguired! of King Feisal whether he liad any rocent news in regard ‘0 the 
situation in Persia and what ho thought of the present state of affairs in that country. 
His Majesty replied that news, reached im from te to. tin but not through any 
regular chantiol ; he tnderstood that, at the moment, there wére only two people who 
counted for anything, and they were the Primo Minister, Kawam-es-Saltanch, and tho 
Minister of War, Reza Khan that the latter was in a strong position owing to his 
personal command of all tho available forces, but he doubted whetlior he could be 
trusted to use his power wisely,as he was an igaorant and uneducated man) His 
Majesty said that British policy had no doubt had a set-back owing to the rejection 
by the Persians of the Anglo-Persian Agreement. He thought the various ‘Tohran 
Governments had been Incking in wisdom in this respect, but the principal blamo lay 
with the Ulema and the Mujtahid, both at Kerbela and Nojef and in Persia. ‘hose 
men he considered as the greatest bar to any progress in Porsin, and they wielded 
unsorupulously a most pernicious influence, generally used to thwart every effort: made 
to improve the state of Persian aff ‘The Persian population was ignorant, fanatical 
and credulous, and the Ulema made it their business to maintain their fellowscountrymen 
in this condition, which was the most fayonrable one for the continuance of their own 
authority and influence, As things were, it. was quite easy for them to say that any. 
particular measure—e,g,, the Anglo-Persian Agreement—was contrary to religion aul 
to insu a feta” enjolbing resatanco to it by tho Persian people, and such fetvas 
atill carried great weight. ‘The Ulema were well aware that any progress in education 
was a direct menace to their authority, and they had, therefore, systematically blocked 
every attempt in this direction, Moreover, the members of the ruling class in Persia, 
who’ filled the various offices of State, really worked in accord with the Uloma, and 
had in common with them an interest in preserving the present conditions and opposing 
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real progress, His Majesty expressed strongly the opinion that until the influence of 
the Ulema was broken no satisfactory progress could be made in Persian affairs. 

Tenquired by what means His Majesty thought that this result might be obtained, 
and pointed out that if the Bnglish or any other foreigner undertook such a task they 
would almost certainly defeat their own object, as any interference by them in such 
tatters would arouse the susceptibilities of ail classes of Moslems and incur their 
resentment King Feisal agreed with this view, and said he thought there were two 
tnethotls which might be omployed: one was to start as many schools as possible in 
Persia and obtain facilities for Persians to get a liberal education; the other. was, to 
divide the Ulema among themselves. His Majesty said that we had done something 
in this direction, especially as regards education, both in Egypt and India, and he 
thought similor tactics might be successful in this part of the world, I replied that 
this was indeed the case, but that the British had been handicapped in their task for 
the reasons which I had previously explained, and especially because, as His Majesty 
was well aware, the British Government had at all times been particularly scrupulous 
jnavoiding any measures likely to arouse or offent! Moslem religious susceptibilities. 
Tt seemed to me that His Majesty and his advisers had, in this country, a far better 
opportunity for carrying out a scheme of liberal education and enlightenment, as their 
lotion would not be open to any shadow of the snspicion which similar action by a 
foreign authority might a‘ouse, and it seemed to me that if His Majesty could bring 
About the creation of a great and liberal Moslem University in Bagdad, he would be 
doing a groat work, and one which would be of incalculable benelit. to the Moslem 
world. King Roisal said he hoped that something on these lines might eventually 
be accomplished, and he agreed entirely that the opportunity, as Thad expresse: 
was a far more favourable one than any that had ocourred hitherto; besides ordinary 
education he was very Keen on the development of the arts and sciences among his 
fellow-countrymen ; those wore the best cures for both ignorance and fanaticism, and us 
Jnowledge spread the banofal influence of the clergy would proportionately diminish ; 
imoreover, if such a project. could be carried out it would most certainly react on the 
situation in Persia, and, in a sense, be entirely favourable to British interests and 
jafluence. In fuct, His Majesty went on to say, he thought that our position in Persia 
‘vould, to a considerable extent, depend on the wisdom and liberality of the policy 
Which’we wlopted towards Irak. If the Persians saw Lrak rapidly progressing as 
4 modern and enlightoned State, aided by the friendly advice of His Majesty's 
Government, they would at once institute in their minds a comparison with those 
conditions and the ones prevailing in their own country, and if our policy. here were # 
fenorous one they would realise that the British participation in that development. was 
A venlly disinterested one, and tliat it had heen a great mistake for Persia to ref 
bur profferetl assistance. Indeed, he thonght that this idea was dawning in the minds 
oven of Persians who had, at the time, beea opponents of the Anglo-Porsian Agreement, 
tnd even, perhaps, in the minds of some of the Mujtahids themselves, though they 
ould not gos far as to avow it, He was inclined to think that the ordinary 
popilation was realising’ that our withdrawal had only been succeeded by disorder 
{ind insoourity, where security had before prevailed and money was plentiful, and 
jaid the blame at the door of the Porsian rather than at that of His Majesty's 
Government, 

‘The conversation then turned on the ‘Turkish question, and His Majesty dwelt with 
considerable feoling on the policy pursued by France: He condemned the Franco 
Kemalist Agreement ax a disloyal act, ond one which was entirely contrary to. the 
‘Treaty of Sovres. However that might be, His Majesty continued, Brench policy in 
‘Ania geemed. to him to be frankly hostile. to Great Britain, and France seemed to be 
decuring, successes all along the line owing to the absence, 60 far as he could see, of any 
lear and definite policy on the part of His Majesty's Government towards the Turkish 
(question and tvarda the Islamic world in general. Ho understood the difficulties of 

ig Majesty's Government, and that the facts as regards their policy were often quity 
different from what was represented in this part of the world. It was, nevertheless, 
tho case that the popnlation in general, judging from whatiit saw, was firmly convinced 
that Great Britain stood bebind the Greeks, who were Christians, and that France was 
backing the ‘Turks, who were Moslems, and the conclusion was that Great Britain had 
Abandoned her traditional attitude of frien(liness towards Islamic States. His Majesty 
added that he was speaking quite personally, and with complete frankness; hie, of 
cpotee, GA not share these views himself but he know low widely they ware held aud 
how much damage they were doing to British interests. Were he an Englishman he 
thought he would have quarrelled with France long ago—his patience with her would 
have been exhausted, I ventured to remind His Majesty that there were Western as 
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well ay Eastern problems, and that a breach with France involved the yirtual colla| 
eee z wisss a, 7 ay ARES 
af fhe whole system embodied in the Treaty of Versailles, « result which hardly any~ 

At the close of the war, His Majesty continued, Great Britain had a unique 
position in the Rast. Her arms had heen everywhere victorious, and she stood without 

ri but in the three years which had passed since then everything which she had 
gsined seemed to be being frittered away. I told His Majesty that I should under 
stand that point of view if gain in the East had been our object, but, once our enemies 
had been overthrown 1 conld not see what we had stood to gain except the safeguarding 
of our existing interests, the restoration of peaceful conditions and the promotion 
of order and prosperity, with such assistance as we could afford, in the regions freod 
from Turkish misrale, His Majesty said that all would have been well if we had 
made that clear from the outset, hut he feared that we had not, and that the uncertainty 
prevailing in everyone's mind as regards our intentions was exercising a bad influence, 
Quite apart from the question of gain, we had more to lose in the Kast than any other 
Power, and it seemed to him that wo were standing by while our position was hein 
atticked from several quarters. Everyone was puzzled to know what our’ real 
intentions were, I expressed the opinion that the real drag on’ the situation was 
the absence, as yet, of any solution of the Kemalist-Tark question, and I very much 
hoped tliat, now that such a happy issue had been found ont of the negotiations on the 
Irish question, His Majesty's Government might be able to concentrate a greater shate 
of their attention ‘on the ‘Turkish problem, although, as His Majesty well know, that 
problem led with difficulties, 1 had no doubt, however, that a settlement would 
he ultimately reached, and felt convinced that its entry into force would! have a 
pacifying and salutary effect in many directions, the benefit of which would be likewise 
felt in ‘lehran, 

T was struck by the manner in which King Feisal ovidently thinks out himself the 
problems which come under his notice, and also by the breadth of his views as regards 
education and enlightenment, He did not seem to, me to have any axe to grind, but 
there could be no doubt as regards the great, earnestness of his plea that a sagacious 
generosity should guide the policy of His Majesty's Government in the formation of tho 
a is ty’s attitude was frank, friendly and cordial. At the 
conclusion of the interview he was so good as to wish mo a safe journey to Tohran and 
success in the mission which had been entrusted to me there, sR

1, The War Minister arrived back at ‘Tehran from Resht on the 3rd November, 
baying completed the dissolution of Kuchik Khan's forces. The latter is now in biding 
in the deuse jungle south-west of Kasma, with a few followers, the remainder having 
tither deserted to the side of the Government troops or gone to their homes. Columns 
Of Government. troops are still operating in the jungles rounding up small bands of 
rebels, and the War Minister hopes eventually to catch Kuchik Khan himself, ‘The 
Joeal population of Gilan has welcomed the arrival of the Government troops and

He 
begued me, and, I think, sincerely, to entertain no doubts on this point, He 
condemned lite Government for lack of energy and straightforwardness. He had 
supported: candidature of Mushir-ed-Dowleh because the latter enjoyed a merited 
ropiitation for honesty and intelligence, and the, Medjliss believed in him,  Russiana 
Tiad made all sorts of promises to new Prime Minister, but he himself had told Mushir 
that the first thing todo was to come to terns with the British Government and 
gnter into [group tindecypherable) discnssions with me with that object. In reply to 

he exprogsed belief that Mushir both could and would enlighten Medjlis: 
and public in regard to the true state of affairs, His Excellency hoped these advances 
would be met in a conciliatory spirit on our sidé, and said that though financial

T told his Excellency tliat attitude of Iate Government had made an unfavourable 
funprission; "no slope had been’ taken o rogulate tho genoral indebtedness’ of 
Persia to Great Britain, and meanwhile Persian Government had been trying to 
pledge elsewhere their few available resources. In my opinion, financial policy 
of the late Government was leading Persia straight down the road to bankruptcy, 
and it was rendering Persin no service to encourage her to live on these desperate 
doles. The whole financial situation must be studied and existing debts provided 
for, }ifore new ones were contracted; thot was the only sound basis, and if we 
could reach it T felt sure that difficulties would disappear. Sound finance was corner 
stone of independence and integrity of Persia, which was a British ax well a3 a 
Persian interest. For my part, { would gladly enter into discussions with Mushir 
in an unprejudiced, helpful and conciliatory spirit. His Excellency said that in 
principle he agreed with me, but that hungry men must not be reproached too severely 
for taking desperate measures. He offered me his personal friendship, which 1

WE are in receipt uf your letter of the 24th instant, and ograt to ago that om 
loter of the 20th instant conveyed wrong. impression ‘of what. transpited. at, the 
meeting which took place on the 19th instant between Dr, Korutuld and the diteotors 
of this syndicate. 

‘The subject of American co-operation in railway developments ih Persin was not, 
as our letter incorrvetly conveyed, broached by. Sir Chiarloa’ Greenway, bit. by 
Dr. Kornfeld, who, at a prior interview at which the North Persian oil mattor. wna 
under discussion, after referring: to the impression that, prevailed in. Amuriean Govern: 
ment circles that the British Government. were endeavouring to block American 
enterprise in Persia, asked a direst question ag to whether oF not-Amerioan eo-operation 
would be accyptable to the Persian Railways Syndicate, 

‘To this Sir Charles replied that this was a matter that must be disuiissed with the 
board of the Railways Syndicate, and w meeting: with them was accordingly arranged 
for the purpose of heating what Dr, Kornfsld bad to say ou the aubjest, 

At this meeting, after indicating that the question of railway construction in Persia 
had been under disenasion betweon Aft. Shuster, Hoosoin Khan sod Amoviens fancier 
Dr. Kornfeld again put the same questiou, and in reply wax given u general aesnanes 
that American cooperation in tho tnancing ofthe syndicate’ railway trejeta would te 
weloome, but thut tho copies of documents relating to these projects, for which le asked, 
could not he handed.to him without the consent of the British Foreign Oflice 

Tn this connection we are desired to point out that this co-operation from the 
syndicate’ pint of view would commercially bo mich more desicabhe then the levies 
of railway construction in Porsia between Russia und England, which was prposed 
when the syndieate was at the Government's request originally formed, 

As rogarda the question put, by Dr. Kornfeld, we atw further deaived to point out 
that this called for either a negative or an affirmative reply, and that, ifthe former had 
beon given it would have conveyed the impression that the syndicate wak antagonistic 
to American aims in Persia, and have encouraged. the latter to negotiate independent 
with the Persiau Government for railway construction in Persia. At the same time it 
would have probably unfavourably affected the other negotiations now prooueding in 
Washington, as the unfavourable nature of the reply would’ no doubt huve boon 
immediately cabled to the United States Government. 

We mute your desire that no copies of the railway concessious or of any of the 
other papers connected with the railway projects sball be handed to Dr. Kornfeld, ‘This 
Tequoat will, of course, be complied with, but our bowrd thinle it their daty to point out _ 
that this will place the syndicate in an invidious position, and at the same time serve no

T HAVE the honour to submit to your Lordship herewith the following brief

Tt was not till the end of May, when the Cabinet of Seyyid Zin fell, that the 
situation changed. ‘True, the Shah immediately telegraphed confirming him in his 
‘appointinent, but the news that Qawam-es-Saltaneh had accepted the Premiership was 
followed by another telegram appointing Nujd-es-Saltaneh, w locai notable, to officiate 
is Governor-Gonerl, The latter, in spite of u prompt refusal, was immediately 
arrested by the colonel, together with all the notables of the town who he thouglit 
inight possibly receive w similar nomination. 
uring the negotiations which ensued, and continued intermittently to the day of 

it first through the good otfoes of His Majesty's consul-general and this 
Legation, it was found impossible to persuade the colonel that the Prime Minister was 
actuated by other motives than that of revenge for his arrest on) the znd April. His 
personal hatred of the Prime Minister and fear of Areaahory on the part of the lattor—

Te wus agreed that Najd-es-Saltaneh should ba persuaded to become 
Acting Governor-General, 

‘Things remained in this position till the end of July, when Najd-es-Saltaneh was 
frightened by threatoning auonymous letters and a botb outrage, possibly engineered 
bythe gendarmerie with the connivance of the colonel, into resigning. “Muhammad

At this timo the’ colonel, though openly disobeying thé Gentrd Government. in 
refusing to despatch 1,000 rifles from Khoratcan to Tehran and to remit. money from 
the provincial Treasury, had not shown his hand, nor indeed definitely decided for 
submission or rebellion, 

On the Ist August the news reached Meshed of the ene of Samsam-es- 
Saltaneh as Governor-General, and some confusion prevailed. Telegrams of protest 
were despatched by several notables. The colonel, however, coutented himself with 
sending a telegram of congratulation, merely remarking in it that there were certain 
difficulties to be solved before his Highness could come to Meshed. Negotiations 
fnsued, and Samsam-es-Saltanch, finally accepted all the colonel’s terms, promising. to 
retain him in command und to start for Meshed alone in a carriage with no Bakhtiari

Tn Meshed the Colonel was making the most of this respite, He continued 
Yecruiting on a large scale, enlisting everyone he, could possibly atirast, to lie eervieo, 
He always considered the possibility of co-operating with Kuchik Khan, undiis believed 
to have made overtures to the Bolsheviks at Askhabad for assistance, He admitted to 
ie» British consul-general, that if. hard pressed he would have no scruples, about 
sccepting their aid, if offered. On the 24th August he dismissed the Swedich chief of 
police and proclaimed martial law, ‘Trouble bad arisen with the tribesmen in the south: 
‘east of the province of Khorasan, who had been incited by the Persian Government to 
attack Meshed, and open hostilities followed. Negotiations with ‘Tebran, however, atill 
continued, - 

a, By the middle of September the colonel’s attitude towards the Porsian Government 
stiffened, “He lad come to the conclusion that tho Cabinet were morely tryiig, by 
}rotracting negotiations und conceding his demands, to lull lim inty w false dense of 
security, whilst instigating the tribes against him, Ho stated thet he refused to 
recognise the Tehran Government until they recognised him as Goyernor.Goneral, 

At the same time he adopted @ very unftiondly attitude towards His Majesty's 
consul-general, who had been trying to keep the peace, and who bad at vatious tines 
transinitted to him the proposals of the Tehran Government. Ho neoused the British

Muhammad Tagi, hurrying from the south, through Meshed with only # fow 
followers on his way north, and on the 2nd Otol a sinall skirmish at Jnfirabad, 
12 erred pane (s: ean he met with his death, 

colonel’s body was given a military funeral in the mausoleum of Nadir Shah ut 
Meshed; his tomb became the focus at eal ‘onary intrigue, and his memory became 
that of a hero. who had suffered martyrdom in the national cause, 

On the death of their leader, however, the rebel commanders promptly made their 
submission to Tehran, and, although of courte Meshed did not ut once sottle down into 
political tranquillity, the rebellion was ended.

ANXIETY and fear have been expressed during the past by the press in 
England in connection with recent occurrences in Tehran, incidents in the north, 
and the dissolution of the South Persia Rifles, and all these events have been 
attributed to Rotatein, Moscow Soviet representative in Tehiran, by the press. 

Tt is gathered from the press that British politicians took great interest in the 
existence of the South Persia Rifles and are afraid of M. Rotstein’s policy, and that 
the papers in England are under the same impression as well, Fite 

Tn the first place, England must know that for the preservation of the interests 
of the British Government, it would be more useful to attract the inclination of the 
Persian nation than to use armed force, for it would be only under cover of this 
camaraderie that the interests of both parties could be secured, Had authorities 
in the London Foreign Office followed up the same policy for some time past, such 
anti-British feeling as at present exists would never have been created in Persia. 

Porsia is claiming from the world her independence, a legal right, and will go 
for it to the last, and any question that affects adyersely Persia’s independence will 
ns neryouws and lead to anti-British feelings in the country, 

press. is not justified in its conception of the extraordinary 
influence of M. Rotstein in Persia, because— 


1, Non-interference of Russia in internal affairs of this country has been 
repeatedly undertaken by the Russian Government both verbally and in 
writing, re Nis 

2, Persian thoughtful men have realised that any Soviet organisation in this 
country would be disastrous to us, and this is admitted by Russian 
politicians as well, ‘Those people who haye formed such organisations 
outside Tehran are liars and not revolutionists, j 

8, Rotstein is not as powerful as imagined by the press in England, He tried 
to take advantage of public feeling ‘after the failure of Sayid Zin’s 
coup d’ Btat, but owing to certain catises he lost his opportunity 


























Finally, it is to the benefit of the Legations interested in having friendly 
relations with us not to interfere in the internal’ questions of this country, so that 
Porsia may be able to adopt a thorough neutrality which would be advantageous to

‘The 
Bolsheviks, having read in an English newspaper of the fantastic prices for caviare 
charged by London restaurants, entertain extravagant notions of Ab ser profits 
to be made by export. ‘The official selling price at Enzeli is 10 krans per Russian 
prin (nine-tenths of an English pound), whereas the price in Tehran varies between

He stated that repre- 
sentatives of the three ‘Transcaucasian Republics were present, and that Kemalists 
are hoping these republics will separate themselves entirely from Moscow before long, 
and act as a buffer for them against Russia. 

Tnformant stated that Enver Pasha is entirely discredited, and his chief 
followers in Anatolia have been arrested. 

‘Merchandise is now allowed to pass through Batoum, and pass in transit to 
rivan and Kars, but not to Baku, owing, according to informant, to desire on the 

watt of Moscow to prevent as far as possible communication between Turks and 
fahommmedan Government of Azerbaijan. 

To also said that there are about $000 ‘Turkish troops between Kars and fgdin, 
two-thirds being infantry and the rest cavalry, ‘They have all got mew uniforms, 
supplied by Italians via ‘Trebizond. 

‘He stated that frequently two or three trains run daily from Sarikamish to 
Erzeroum, and there is generally a daily train from Alexandropol to Sarikamish.

As the Russo-Persian Treaty has not been ratified, this measure of the Persian 
Government and the Parliament is an illegal encroachment on the rights of the con- 
cession in question, Since clause 13 of the above-mentioned treaty precludes the 
grant to subjects of a third Power of concessions restored to Persia, even after the 
Tatification of the treaty, such measures on the part of the Persian Government and 
the Medjliss would be illegal. I therefore consider it necessary to acquaint. your 
Excellency that if the Persian Government and the Medjliss do not desist, from stops 
which trample on the rights of the Russian Government and the most important 
conditions of the agreement, T shall notify you of the consequences of such an 
attitude,

On the other hand, we tele that by sending a representative to the press, the 
Legation meant to place the question betore the public in its own light and make the 
mutter one of great importance | 

No. ‘The matter 18 of no importance at all, : 

Tn the course of our conversation of yesterday with the Soviet press representa 
tive, and during other interviews held previously, we gathered that one of the chief 
points in their statements is that the Russians have made us ‘* valuable presents! 

We thank the Moscow Soviet for having returned to us our own property! 

But is it not wonderful that. they should take back from us the bank premises in 
‘Tehran, with the excuse of needing them for their commercial offices; and also that 
iliey should send us notes against our new concession, in spite of their having given 
us So many undertakings both verbally and in writing that we are to be set free from 
the burdens laid on us by the Court of the Tsar? 3 

Tt is most astonishing that the note should have been sent just at the time when 
‘our Minister of War is devoting every minute of his precious time to opening a 
yolief fund for the famine stricken in Russi, and at the time when the local press 
is giving yaluable columns in its newspapers to help this humane idea! ! 

What a return! 




















‘The same policy, “ we made the sacrifice,” was adopted some time ago by the 
head of the Russian Press Bureau to exploit the case of Izraelenko. ‘Three months 
have already elapsed since the case began, but the Soyiet Legation has not yet been 
able to bring documents to the court to prove its case, 

Notwithstanding the fact that we were astonished atthe tone of the untimely 
ultimatum, we expressed our displeasure at the actions of the! French’ and Britisl 
Governments and their Legations until the wishes of the Legation, which professes 
to be friendly to/us, were carried oat, 

But to-day we will not allow the Russian Legation to take measures against our 
prosperity and existence in the name of friendship and under tle pretext of 
* presents worthy of a nation,"’ 

Not only will the Russian Legation not haye permission, but. also no paper can 
dare to express a word of sympathy towards the Legation, 

This 1s a vital question for us, and the Russian Legation should have studied 
the matter from our economic point of view before visiting the press, 

We are friends with Russia, and we are much desirous of strengthening our 
relations with soch a freedom-loving Government, and it is from this yery point of 
view that we are pointing out to the Russian Legation and to the agents of the 
Moscow Soviet that these tactics will have a great bearing on our relations, and that 
we cannot endure sceing Russia stand as an obstacle to our existence, however solid. 
our friendship may be. 

You are mistaken, ‘The case does not resemble that of Izraclenko, for in the 
latter we were jointly interested in the matter, and we considered the return of the 
accused as an essential question for our own independence. 

But to-day's case is quite different; the Government Departments are about to 
vanish through lack of funds, our economic position is disturbed, and money is very 
searce in our market. Goodness knows what evil days we should have seen in’ two 
months’ time if the Government liad not granted the concession, 

It is wonderful that the Russian Legation hus been endeavouring for some tinie 
back to take possession of the dead concession of Khostaria, We understand that 
the Legation has obtained through German agents a copy of this yery concession, 
which now can be called a "scrap of paper.’” 

‘The Persian Government submitted to the Parliament three days ago a Bill with 
regard to the grant of concessions of the oilfields of the north to the Standard Oil 
Company, and pointed out that the matter was urgent. ‘The Bill was passed by the 
Parliament unanimously on the evening of the same day. 

‘The concession is now considered to be a law of the country, which nothing but 
a legal, authoritative power can repeal, 

‘This law satisfies entirely the general requirements of our economic position, 
and we will safeguard it with our own’ blood. 

‘The Russian Legation yesterday presented two notes to the Persian Foreign 
Office. Although we are not aware of the texts of the notes in question, yet on the 
whole we know that as the Legation considers the dead concession of Khostaria « 
valid document, it claims thatein accordance with the Russo-Persian Agreement : 
The Soviet of Moscow cedes to Persia the concessions given to Tsarist Russia on 
the condition that, Persia will not transfer them to other Governments,”” 

How curious it is, 

‘The Russian Legation asks, why should Persia take steps in regard to the 
concessions without. referring to them! 

‘The said notes bring back to our mind the question of the Russian ultimatum of 
1913 in regard to the American, Morgan Shuster, 

We are led to believe that in his actions the learned Socialist, Rotstein, is not 
unlike the despotic Fonetaire von Etter in his drastic measures, as is proved by the 
measures taken in regard to Izraelonko and the notes recently addressed to the 
Persian Government, 

What are you saying, oh Russians? 

‘What are the presents that you have made to us and what are the gifts that you 
have bestowed upon us? 

Haying landed troops on the Gilan frontiers some time ago, you made the 
Province a sanguinary battlefield, whence the cries of the wounded are still ringing 
in our ears. 

‘The presence of the troops on the frontier was considered to be against all 
established rules and regulations, and contrary to the friendly considerations to 
Which a neighbour is entitled. Does, then, the withdrawal of the troops mean ‘the 
grant of a fayour? 
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Can the cancellation of the concessions wrung from a weak Persia at the point 
‘of Tsarist Cossack bayonets be considered a gift bestowed on us by you? 

Fave you ever heen able to compensate us for even a quarter of the losses brought 
‘on our country by Russia in the days of the Tsar? 

Very well, We are still obliged to you, but why do you bring against us the now, 
defunct Khostaria concessions and send notes to us? 

No! Ye Russians! 

You are friends of ours, but you have no right to interfere in our internal 
affaivs. It was not for the Government to inform you of the grant of the concession 
nor was it to ask for your permission regarding the matter, as the case may have 
been fraught with political difficulty. 

If you ave addueing in your support the Russo-Persian Agreement, and have 
forgotten your official announcements to us and to the whole world during 1918-1920, 
which declared that ‘* Russia has cancelled all the concessions granted to her,’ what 
special favour has been given to us? If you remember that the ink which signed 
the document obtained by the Persian Government from Chicherin regarding the 
above is not yet dry, why do you attempt to raise such a disturbance? 

You must set aside this policy of sending protests if you wish to, be loved by 
each Persian individual, elso the Persian nation will deal with you as it dealt with 
the diplomats in the days ofthe “sar. 

Persia may be weals, but by her resistance she will smash any illegal action. 

Tn conclusion, we may add that for the sake of the maintenance of friendly 
and neighbourly relations with Russia, we expect the Russians, and especially 
MM. Rotstein, to drop, the case and to realise that Persians generally are in. accord 
‘nd hold the same opinions as myself with regard to interference by foreign Powers.

ment were previously to gaarantes, inter alia, that the royalties receivable from tho 
Anglo-Persian Oil! Company—one of the very few liquid assets ot the Persian Govern- 
muente-ahould’ Hob be offered aa scourty for loans from third acties,.

time that there was some. prospect of an agreement being reached between the 
Standard Oil and the Anglo-Persian Companies in relation to the North Persian 
‘concessions. 

5. As [ have previously informed you, His Majesty's Government would look with 
fayour on such an agreoment between, the two companies, and are anxious to do 
everything in their power to facilitate its conclusion: ‘They, on their part, havo no 
thought of insisting that the Persian Government shall obtain its loan from British 
sources. Indeed, they have made it quite clear on more than one occasion that the 
Persian Government are at liberty to turn for financial assistance to any conntry on to 
any syndicate they please. ‘The view of His Majesty's Government regarding such

Molitor further informs me that new Persian Government withdraws its pre-

[fear there is uo prospect of Persian Government admitting prescriptive right to 
‘ngue, as for them it is a question of sovereignty, and they are further convinced that 
their assumption of all postal services will materially increase their revenues, Result 
‘of Madrid convention has been tacitly to deprive Gulf post offices of their international 
status precisely by their omission from detailed regulntion of convention. Moreover, 
Persian Government are confident of their ability eventually to ensure the same 
facilities both to native and foreign interests which existing foreign post offices provide, 
and are propared for examination of guarantees to that elfect during the projected 
negotiations for trausfer of services to their own postal administration. 

T think that Goyernient of India’s first line of arguments might have produced 
effect a year ago, hut matters had gone too far by the time I arrived here. _Govern- 
nient of Indid concede, though with reluctance which I fully understand, points 
of principle on which Persian Government take their stand, and that point necesssrily 
becomes the basis of any negotiations. My willingness to subinit proposals on that 
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‘pasis has enabled me'to avert formal complaint to International Postal Union at Berae 
contemplated by Persian Government, which might have seriously embarrassed 
Government of India and His Majesty’s Government, and in my opinion negotiations 
Jietween technical delegates ou the new basis offered in deference to my objections, 
present best opportunity for securing what is, after all, principal British interest, 
namely, efficioncy of postal service. 1 adhere, however, to the opinion expressed 
jn paragraph 7 of my telegram No. 20—that the interested members of postal union 
should support our request for guarantees; and it would be best for guarantees, when 
obtained, to be formally notified to union itself as surety for their fulfilment.

his concession to the British company, the Anglo-Persian Oil Company. It is the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company which wishes to benefit itself from the illegal transaction 
made in the year 1387.

‘The grant of the said concession to the Standard Oil Company creates serious 
oppositions, but not firstly from the British Legation, which was most naturally 
expected, ‘The British again kept silence, and even some of its officials expressed 
satisfaction. ‘The opposition commenced from the legation of the friends and students 
of Karl Marx ina very serious manner, ‘They sent notes to the Persian Government 
and took measures that, if even against. the expectations of the partisans of socialism, 
and thelr friends, succeed to compel the Persian Parliament aud the Constitutional 
Government of Persia to cancel and violate the concession, which is inviolable save with 
the death of natioual liberty and integrity of Persia, would benefit that Goverument 
whose subjeot bought the nullified concession from the Russian subject in London, 

Notes have also been forwarded to the Roreign Office from the British Legation 
therein claiming the rights of their subject. But this note was addressed after the 
protests of the Russian Legation, Probably if the representatives of the two said 
Governments were closer to each other, the English would not have even written 
a single sentence in reference to this matter and perhaps would have expressed regrets 
for this action on the part of the Russians and in the meanwhile recommend the 
Persians to accopt the ultimatuin or the memorandum, : 

Tu reply to the notes of the Russians, the article alleges that this concession cannot 

be counted us the concession imposed on the Persian Goyernment by the former 
Government of Russin, Tt was simply an illegal transaction made by one of the 
Sabinets against the wishes of the nation, and without having been approved by the 
Parliament. It is very similar 10 the Anglo-Persian Treaty, which was concluded 
without being approved by the Medjliss, and was later on abolished for the same reason, 
that is, not having been ratified by the Parliament. 

In the meantime the British protest that you must not grant this concession 
third Power or the ubject of a third Power, because it hys been sold to a British 
subject by the concessionnaire; the Russians make the same protest under other names, 
and thus try to deprive us of our legal and national rights. 

By this wotion the Russians mean to say :— 


1, You should not grant this concession to the Americans, so that the English in 
tho’ future would appropriate it, in view of the document. that they have 
received from Khostaria, 

2, You should not grant this to the Americans, go as to keep it for your own 
country. This can only mean that the Persians should reserve these for 
that neighbour \¢ Government who claims to be socinlistic Government and 
fat the same tiie does nou regard socialism opposed to the principles of 
Fanny tien, Mabe ins hments Dae Geuiromr unable 
mines untouched and get money in advance from your neighbours, and keep 
the people in such poverty and misfortune s0 as to give way at last to the 
chroutnstanoés'and bring about the destrnction of the Persian peopl, 


__ At the conclusion, the writer, in an address to the Russians, says that you are too 
arise to commence a principle which will bring declination, poverty and terror into the 
world, You are too wise to work as tools for your rivals, You are too wise to suffer 
anxiety for the internationalisation of Persia. 

Persia is the first Government in the world who recognised the Soviet Goverument 
of Russia, in the midst of the predominance and great prestige of Great, Britain 
in Persia, and welcomed your representative with cheers and kindness. You cannot 
misinterpret the provisions of the treaty concluded with Persia, and thus give a pretenoa 
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to your enemies, and make the members of the Parliament suspicious of other olau: 

ofthe treaty. You are uot opposing the nobility and the upper classes, who. wake 
compliments to you in order to be made Ministers, or Government officials, but you are 
‘opposed to the great mass of the nation, who sitice the Cubinet of Vossugh-ed-Dowleh 
have insisted on the Government forming an alliance with Russia’ and thus freeing the 
country from the elutenes of the Anglo-Persian Treaty, and who have not yet come to 
‘your Legation, and will never accept any money. from others. You are opposed to that 
elass of people who work with au unexhaustible energy and who will say to you: 


“Friends, you are not entitled to deal thus with the Perstan Government in this mattor 
and in other similar questions.”

Mr. Bridgeman to the Persian Minister for Foreign Affuire, 
Your Excellency, Tehran, December 16, 1921. 

I HAVE the houour to inform your Excellency, by direction of His Majesty's 
panel Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, that the time is considered to have 
arrived when the various items of the outstanding advances made by the British 
Government to the Persian Government should, without further postponement, be 
placed upon a satisfactory basis. 

His Majesty's Government have hitherto abstained from approaching the Persian 
Government regarding the numerous advances made during the past ten’ years in order 
to afford time for the study of Persian resources by the British Financial Adviser, Tn 
the pent circumstances, however, His Majesty's Government consider that steps 
should now be taken for the payment or better regulation of these advaties, which, by 
accretion of unpaid interest, are gradually attaining undesirable proportions, 

The floating advances will amount on the 8th March, 1922, to 1,217,8831. LL, 
and 124,626,714 krans 75 0c, respectively, against which the only paymont now being 
made is 2.8581. 6s, 8d. monthly in respect of interest on. sterling advances, 1912-14. 
In view of the present finaucidl dificulties of the Persian Government, His Majesty's 
Government do not suggest the immediate liquidation of these debts, but they. consider 
that an adequate provision for interest and sinking fund should now be made, In view 
of the fact that these advances are secured on the customs revenues of Peraia, and that 
the customs receipts of Kermanshal, Fars and the gulf ports and Selatan are paid into 
the Imperial Bank of Persia in connection with the payment of other prior charges 
His Majesty's Goverument requests the Porsian Government to authocise tho Imperial 
Bank of Persia to. appropriate, on and after the 8th April, out of the ouatoms redoipts 
of Kermansbah, Fars and the gulf’ ports and Soistan (after sutisfuction of the prot 
charges arising out of the Anglo-Indian sterling loan of 314.2862, 16s, 4d, and the 
sterling loan of 1911 of 1,250,000L.), the sums necessary to provide, in lien of the 
2,8581.

‘THIS son was revolutionary in 1908, His title was then Said-ul-Memalike 

Ho is n Karajadaghi, and was in the bodyguard of Amir Bebadur-iJang, Court 
Minister and arch-reactionary. The sowars of this bodyguard were popularly 
supposed to be the most ferocious of the reactionary troops. 

‘He quarrelled with Amir Behadur, loft tho bodyguard and joined the Consti- 
tutionalishs, . He was one of those who put up a fight when the Medjiss was attacked 
tnd bombarded by Liakbof in June 1908, He minaged to escape and take “bast ” in 
the British Legation, He was sent, to Europe under a gueranteo of safety as far a8 
the Brit Paget meal All Shah, He went out of Bersia by Knzali and came in 
‘gain by Julfa to Tabriz, where the Constitutionalist were still keeping the Royalists at 
ty. He was in Tabsiz until Degemiber 1911, when, be played « leading part in the 
attack on the Russian garrison; when Russian reinforcements arrived’ he fled to 
Constautinople, He returned at the beginning of the war, and was in command of a 
fod fore forming part of the Nationalist sen ‘opposing the Russian advance of Kum, 
‘At the firet assault he hurriedly vacated his positions and exposed the whole Nationalist 
‘army to disaster, 

He was for a long time with other Persian “ Mubajerin” in Constantinople, and his 
yetum to Persia was discouraged by both British and Persian authorities, but last 
utuinn be returned to Tehran vit Angora, Saonjboulak and Zenjan. He undoubtedly 
on the way camé to some arrangements with the Kemalists and Simko, However, on 
his arrival bore ho called on me and professed anti-Turkish and anti-Russian sentiments, 
Ho professed also a desire to be friendly with us, Hy said that the Turks, in pursuance 
of thelr pan-Touranian dreams, bad offered him the Governor-Generalship of Persian 
‘Azerbaijan if he would help to annex that provines to the Touranian inpire He 
arte hind refused their offer on the yround that he was an Aryan and could 
not fit into a Touranian scheme. 

‘Amir Hishmet is notorious for meudacity even in Persia,

‘The foreo was undoubtedly a powerful factor in the peace of South Persia, which 
hhas, a8 a consequence, recently enjoyed a period of peace and security in a degree 
unknown for many years. 

‘The force was then sufficiently strong to extend further afield the sphere of 
established security, had it been policy to do so, which would have resulted in a general 
increase of trade and prosperity. 

Tn order to sifeguand our responsibilities it has not been found necessary to- 
undertake more than ininor operations, which are dealt with later. 

2, The political situation has throughout been one of frequent change and 
consistent uncertainty with the result that the future of the forés has been in constant 
doubt. ‘This has tended to make its economical administration and direction « matter 
ofto little difficulty, In Persia, where communications are slow and all supolies are 
scares, economy is dependent on’ being able to take a lig view.

2 troops 2nd cavalry, 1 section Ist machine-gun squadron, 3 platoons 4th infantry, 
medical and supply détails, ‘This detachment left Shiraz with his Excellency 
Qawam-ul-Mulk on'the 27th October and returned on the 2ud November, 1920. 


‘The Qawam was complotely successful in his mission. 

Ho and Captain MacGregor reported that the South Persia Rifles detachment 
had erwated on oxcellent impression on the tribes, and that its presence considerably 
strongthoned the Quwam's hand in his negotiations. 

wal dissatisfaction was felt on all sides at, tho inability of Sardar Ebtesham, 

then Ilkthani, to control the Kasbgai tribes: In addition to his, inherent incapability, 

he was tmuch hampered by tho intrigues of his halebrothor, Soulat-ed-Dowleh, then in 

exile in Firuzabad, ‘The local authorities wore faced with the alternatives of 

ng aii Ikhani, who was unable’ to maintain order, or of allowing virtual return 

to power of the Soulat-cd-Dowleh.

Gn. my arrival at Shiraz I made preparations to curry out the reorganisation 
necessitated by the now scheme. Nev establishment tables for all units were draven 
tap, new orders prepared to suit the altered conditions of administration, particularly as 
regards the supply of rations, clothing and equipment. Persian words of command 
wee introduced. “British and Ludian ranks surplus to the requirements of the, Persian 
Government were evacuated, ‘The office of the Deputy Assistant Direotor of Supply 
‘and ‘Transport was closed in May, and all British and Indian personnel of that corps, 
‘vith the exception of one staffsergeant who was at Ispahan and could not be spared 
‘and a sinall portion of the mechanical transport, were returned to India, 

7. On the 9th May His Majesty's Minister notified me that: the Persian Government 
would take over the foree on the Ist June and that+meanwwhile the reorganisation and 
the nalsing of the new units agreed upon was to proceed. This was begun and, in spite 
of the luck of the support that hid been promised by the Persian Government, 
progressed rapidly.

Jt was important that the impression that the total disbandment of the force had 
buen decided on should not be created, as, bad this become general, the evacuation of 
stores would almost certainly have been interfered with und serious unrest, would have 
een created among the Persian ranks, who clung obstinately to the belief that the 
departure of all British officers and’ the total disbandment of the foree was an 
impossibility. 

Therofore, the task of transporting the stores to Bushire was entrusted to a British 
ommieroial firm, Messrs, Zigler and Co., of Manchester, who could do so in their 
‘onlinary course of business without arousing comment. 

‘The evacuation waa carried on continuously. 

‘The local sale of animals and certain redundant stores was algo began quietly, ‘The 
general principle which ywas acted on was that all stores, with the exception of arms 
ind ammunition, for which the Indian value, less cost of transport, could be obtained, 
swore to be sold locally.

During Soptember 91 Persian officers and 2221 Persian other ranks were 
discharged, incliding the whole of the detachment at Tspahan, from where all British 
ranks werd evactidted to Shiraz under escort of fifty South Persia Rifles. This party 
‘vas attacked near Kadrabad, but the enemy were easily driven off by the escort, who

remained staunch and fought with great steadiness, and the attackers were driven off 
with the loss of two killed, 

‘They had apparently been attracted by the hope of loot and had expected that the 
‘garrison would join them. 

‘After this the road remained quiet until after the ot'the final convoy. 

AM British and Indian ranks remaining, numbering 15 British officers, 6 British 
other ranks and 44 Indians, left Shiraz in two convoys on the 26th and 30th October

Minor Operations. 

‘The following minor operations and incidents have taken place during the period 
“under report :— 

(1.) On the 16th September, 1920, some donkeys carrying fuel were carried off by 
Kashygat robbers near Chinac Rahdar. South Persia Rifles levies followed up the 
robbers and recoyered the stolen animals. 

(2) On the 16th Septembor, 1920, a band of three mounted and, seventeet 
iemouated Keshgei robbers attacked a charcoal caravan between Chinar Rahdar and 
Gushan aud carried off thirty donkeys. South Persia Rifles levies succeeded in 
recovering the stolen animals. 

(3.) On the 17th September, 1920, two donkeys were carried off near Kushan by a 
pad of seven Kashgai robbers.” ‘The animals were subsequently recovered by Sonth 
Persia Rifles levies.

(Gs) On the (?) November, 1920, a party of fourteen rank and file 1st cavalry from

@’Affaires. Reza Khan was introduced to mo on that occasion, and on the 92nd 
instant T met him at dinner in the house of the military attaché to this sation, 
and was able to have a long private conversation with him, the gist of which 4s 
recorded in the accompanying memorandum prepared by Mr, Smart, 
As Reza Khan is undoubtedly the most striking character on the Persian 
Political stage of to-day, some account of his antecedents and of theimpressions which 
have formed of him may be of interest to your Lordship. 
Rez Khan is a native of Sowadkuh in the province of Mazanderan; his father 
Was a Persian, his mother the daughter of one of the “ Muliajerin,”” or the refugee 
inhabitants of the Caucasian districts wrested by Russia from Persia by the ‘Treaty 
of Turkomanchai, who preferred to emigrate to Persia rather than remain in their 
native land under Russian rule, He told me that he has been serving in the Persian 
military forces since he was fifteen years of age, and his heart is evidently centred 
on his military career. He is a powerfully built, well set up, big boned man, well 
above the average height, with a quiet voice and a direct manner of speech which is 
most unusual ina Persian, He gets straight to what he.has to say, and does not.

We must then avoid any appearance of placing him under our protection, Meanwhile, 
I shall endeavour to Keep touch with him, without in the present sensitive state of 
public opinion compromising him in any way, and keep him enlightened is regards 
the true state of affairs in matters of mutual interest to ta counts?

9, Tabriz is now in a state of revolution, The, friction between the gendarmes 
and Persian Cossacks, since the amalgaination of these two units into one army, has 
eon steadily increasing owing to the fact that junior Persian Cossack ollicers have 
been promoted in several cases over the heads of more senior gendarme officers. 
‘Also, tho military authorities at ‘Tabriz have isstied pay to the Cossucks in preference 
to the gendatmes, who are now seven months in arrears. Kemalist intrigue and the 
activities of the local Democrats, who desire to bring about the downfall of Mukber-us- 
Snltaneh, the Governor-General, have fanned the flame, which finally broke out on the 
81st January at Sofian, where the gendarme detachment mutinied, cut the telephone 
wires and destroyed the railway. The gendarmes at Sharafkhaneh joined the movement. 
Colonel Laindborg, commanding the gendarmerie, was sent out at once to Sofin by the 
Governor-General to quell the mutiny. His efforts were of no avail, and he was forced 
toreturn to Tabriz, ‘The gendarmes then marched on ‘Tabriz, and at the outakirts of 
the town drove in the Persian Cossacks sent to stop them and forced the Cossacks to 
take refuge in their barracks, whore they wore surrounded, ‘The’ local Democrats, 
many of whom had secured arms, joined the gendarmes and took control of the city. 
‘Tho Governor-General was made a prisoner in his palice. 

‘The Democrats were also joined by the disreputable elements in the town, and 
regard the coup as a revenge for the death of Sheikh Khiabani, the Democrat leader, 
in 1920, 

10. The gendarmes are led bya gendarme officer named Lahouti Khan. He is 
reported to be a capable officer, who passed the course at the officers’ school in Tehran 
jn 1912, In 1913 ho served in the gendarmes at Kum under Major Burell, a Swede, 
‘and did well in conflicts against the Bakhtiaris. In 1913 he became officer commanding 
fa gendarmerie battalion at Kum, In 1914 he was put up for trial by @ court-amar 
reeenesproptating Government ‘tds, cocaped from utrect and, took. baat " 
mosque and managed to escape from Persia, In 1916 he returned to Persia and 
ro-ontered the gondarmes, and with a party of gendarmes at German instigation went 
over to the side of the ‘Turks and fought ggainst the Russians. 

Ho later fled to Constantinople, where he became a journalist. A few months ago 
ho ia roported to have arrived at Maku from Constantinople vid Ezeroum in company 
with a well-known Persian revolutionary and pro-Kemalist named Amir Hishmet. 
Having known Colonel Lundberg proviously, he induced the latter to re-engage him in 
tho gondarmos. He is believed to be pro-Kemalist,

Colonel Saunders to Sir P. Loraine, 


Tehran, Rebruary 18, 1922, 

T HAVE the honour to state that I had an interview with the War Minister 
yesterday at his private residence. 

1. He stated that the recent disturbance at_Ardebil was « purely, parochial affaie 
and that the situation there was now normal, ‘The Governor had resumed his duties, 
and the tribes. satisfied with the settlement that had boun made, The War Minister 
remarked that the Shabsevan tribes are obedient to his commands, and that he was 
well satisfied with the manner in which they were protecting the northern frontier, 

2. He regarded the situation at Tabriz as being. Ral and was pleased with the 
vray in which the Military Governor, Colonel Tama Khan, has been Sarrying out his 
duties, | He is opposed to. granting an amiesty, to Lahouti Khan and the other robale, 
who had fled into Russian territory, and was annoyed at M, Rothstein being in favour 
of the granting of such an amnesty, 

. I told him that His Britannic Majesty's consul at Kerman had reported that 
the local Governor was proparing a “military expedition” to. be gant to Persians 
Baluchistan in the spring, and asked the War Minister what this ment, Io replied 
that it was not an “expedition” in our sense of the term, but merely the despatch of 
small garrisons to various centres to ‘maintain the authority of the local Persian 
Governor and to assist the latter to collect the taxes, which the tribus for very many 
years hinye refused to pay. 

4. The War Minister stated ‘that M, Rothstein was now. decidedly hostile to him 
snd anxious to bring about his downfall, as the Russians to; ded him a a, great 
obstacle to the spreading of Communist principles in Persia, I told the War Mitcton 
that we had reliable information of the formation of Communist Parties both in Tehran 
and at Meshed, and that such organisations aimed primarily at the destruction of the 
Imperial Government of Persia, He said he had Scrappy information of the same 
vatute, and would be glad if we could give him confidentially any details ro nding 
these organisations, which might do a lot of harm, though he did’ not consider that 
Persia as # whole would ever accept, Bolshevism, 

T pointed out to him that an organised minority ean often do a lot of harm i 
allowed to continue its uctivities unchecked, and that such movements are best crushed 
at the start, 

5. ‘The War Minister was yery anxious that the financial situation should soon be 
cleared up, as Inck of funds is handicapping him in his operations against Simko and in 
the reorganisation of his forces now in progress, He expressed. the hope that, if 
negotiations between Persia and the American and British Goverumenta continued to 
drag on, he might be given 1,500,000 tomana by the Imperial Bank of Persia ea ay 
advance on the seourity of the oil royalties ta enable him to tide over the interim, 

He remarked that, order is maintained in the country. by his troops alone, and that 
if these are not paid they must be disbanded or take to looting, thus. producing grave 
disorder,

Report on Azerbaijan for 192). 
General Situation. 

When the year opened there was a considerable feeling of uneasiness that the 
Bolsheviks intended to occupy Tabriz, aa they had Enzeli and Resht. very few 
excoptions the whole European colony hind left; the menace, however, did not 
inaterialise hore, and, thanks, perhaps, to'an abnormally: severe winter, with very deep 
snow, ‘Tabriz and its immediate neighbourhood remained comparatively tranquil. 

On the 18th February the Dashnakeian Armenian party, who had been driven out 
and replaced by a Bolshovik Government on the-2nd December, 1920, again seized the 
Government at Erivan. At the end of February news reached Tabriz of the conclusion 
of the treaty between the Soviet and the Persian Governments, and in the middle of 
March tho Anglo-Bolshovik trade agreement was signed. ‘Thess three facts restored 
confidence considerably, and the fear of an immediate occupation by Soviet troo 
evaporated, In the middle of February the Bolshevik: army became uctive in the 
Caucasus, and on the 26th full; three weeks later the Georgian Goverament 
evacuated Batoum, while on the 2nd April the Bolshoviks reocoupied Wrivan, A certain 
number of Atmenians, onder General Najdeh, retired to Zangezur and attempted an 
‘armed resistance, but the Bolsheviks directed the bulk of their forces in this direction 
ud Najdeh and his followers promptly seattered, « Jarge number coming to Tabriz 
‘Thus, by the baginning of July the while ofthe Causa wag in Soviet hands 

“Thore was a little uneasiness us to what might be the result of the British 
evacuation of Zonjan and Kazvin ut the end of April, and it was not till two months 
lator that the Bolshevik troops actually left Persian, soil. However, as M. Rothstein, 
tho Soviet Minister, reached Tehran on the Sth April, and was apparently on friendly 
terms with the Persian Government, that fear also passed. ‘Towards the end of May a 
ML, Ballandin, who described himself as “Commissar of the Revolutionary Council’ of 
the 1ith Army-on the Caucasus front and of the Central Union of Co-operatives of the 
Russian Soviet Republic,” strived here with a considerable staf? and immediately 
entered into negotiations with the Governor.General for the purchase of grain, as the 
result of which on the June Mukuber-es-Sultaneh and M. Ballandin signed an 
figreement by which the former undertook to supply 60,000 poods of Government grain 
to the latter and to assist him in obtaining 140,000 more from private merchants at a 
reasonable price and also to permit ita export, 

‘Nhe Cossack coup d'Btat at ‘Tehran on the 2tst February, and the assuinption of 
the Premiership by Za-ud-Din ag well a his fall on the. 25th May, eatsed surprisingly 
little excitement here. Amir Arshad, the head of the Karadagh tribes between Tabriz 
tind Ordubad on the Russian frontier, apparently thought that it was an opportunity. 
for him to win the coveted Governor-Generalship, as it was known that Zia-ud-Din was 
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his home at Chabriq, north-west of the lake, taking with him the bulk of the loot, 
including seyeral machine guns and 700 horses, leaving Saojbulak in change of the local 
‘Kurds under one of his lieutenants. 

‘After this serious blow to his prestige the Governor-General decided to enlist the 
sorvices of Amir Arshad of Karadagh and his horsemen, and about 2,000 of the latter 
(4,000 were promised), under’ command of the Amir, took up their position at ‘Tusuj 
in November, and were’ joined in December by some 500 horsemen of the Yurtchi tribe 
‘of the Shabsavens, and by about 400 Armenians. Some 800 Tehran gendarmes, who 
iad reached ‘Tabriz in July, under a European officer, were sent to Khoi, where 
also the Sirdar of Maku sent about 1,000 of his horsemen. Both Arshad and the 
foudeeuen Ia the beginning of December reported great viotories, accompanied by lon; 
Rata of Kurdish eaqualtiea, but they made litle progres, Te was eoufdently, expested 
however, that they would really make a serious and combined attack on Simko in the 
middle of the month, and, as the Governor-General told me, at least succeed in opening 
the road to Urumin, even if they did'not manage to drive Simko out of his stronghold 
‘at Chabriq, On the 19th, however, it became known that Arshad’s brother had 
hurriedly left the town for Sharafkhaneh, ond that Amir Arshad had been killed. It 
subsequently transpired that the combined attack started, and both Arshad’s men and 
gendarmes approached Salmas, meeting with but little opposition, when a large force 
of Kurds suddenly attacked on both fronts, and Arshad's men fled almost without 
firing a shot, Arshad tried in vain to rally them, and is said to have shot several in 
the attempt, Whether he died from « Kurdish bullet or was killed by one of his own 
men is not certain. ‘The latter view is generally aecepted. 

After Arshad’s men had fled the gendarmes were in a very critical position, but 
Colonel Tundburg succeeded in withdrawing his force to Khoi and saving his guns 
ith the lose of she officers and sixty men, ‘The. geudarmes have: now been withdrawn 
to Sofian, and Arsbad’s wother is trying to collect the scattered Karadghis at 
Sharaf khanch, where there are also some 500 Persian levies, Khoi has beon left in 
charge of the horsemen of the Khan of Maku—to the great alarm of the inhabitants, 

‘hw end of the year therefore finds Simko in a stronger position than ever, ‘The 
Minister of War at Yebran hus announced his intention of finishing with him before 
Jong, and some 4,000 Cossacks are said to be assembling at Zenjan for this purpose, 


Bhalisavens. 

‘The Shahsayen tribes have been more or less disturbed during the whole year, 
‘That some semblance of order was kept at Ardebil was chiefly due to w certain, powerful 
Mujtahid, Mirzn Ali Akbar, assisted by the Khoja Boglu tribe, "This tribe, however, is 
vorpotually at war with tho Alarlu tribe, under their energetic chief, Najaf Gull Khan, 
with whom the Pulardiu tribe is closely associated. Najaf Guli is the same man as 
‘stacked and looted a consideruble force of Bolsheviks between Ardebil and Astara in 
the spring of 1920, whereby he obtained'a mountain gun and several machine guns. 
‘The natives around Russian’ Astara and Lenkoran seem to be very anti-Bolshevik, and 
carly in Jannary a foree was sent from Baku to punish them. In the middle of April 
the Bolsheviks were again active in Astara, and the Governor-General told me that 
he feared they had designs on Ardebil. ’ About this time Mukhber-es-Sultanch 
deoided to send Basir-cs-Sultaneh, one of the most energetic democrats of Tabriz, to 
Ardebil ag Governor, and he accordingly started early in May, but his courage seems 
to have failed him, and he remained the whole summer between Abar and Sarab, 
and only in the beginning of October, by which time he had succeeded in bringing 
over most of the neighbouring tribes (with the exception of the Alarlu and Pulardlu) to 
his sido, did he veuture to enter Ardet 

In July a Russian doctor aud his wife were murdered in their house in Ardabil. 
‘The motive seems to have been robbery, but the murderers were never caught. 

‘Abou the end of September the Bolsheviks again sent some ships, which anchored 
olf Astara, and alarnied the Persian officials there once more, However, it appeared 
Unt they were only bent on again initing punishment on the inhabitants of Lenora 
ind having arranged with the Persian authorities that some Persian Cossacks should 
bo sont to prevent the rebels from crossing into Persian territory, the ships withdrew, 

‘At this time also the Yurtchi and Khoja Beglt tribes were reported fighting with 
the Pulardiu and Alaslu, but beyond the looting. of villages by both sides no result of 
importance was reached, wh 

Tn November Basir-ce-Sultaneh succeeded in getting 500 of the Yurtchi tribe to 
{join Ainir Arshad's forces, and they arvived just in time to run away with Arshad’s men 
Turing Simlko’s last attack at the énd of December.

Maku would be worwo thin the first. ‘The threat, however, did. not materialise, thoogh 
in the summer there were ramoura of an intended demonatration on tho part of the 
Bolsheviks to compel the various kins of the district to complete. their grain contracts 
and an armoured train is said to have come from Erivan to Shahtakht and to have 
Aropped a few shells into Persian territory. It should be mentioned that the narrow 
gauge railway running from Shahtakhti towards Bayazid, vit Malcu, which was built by 
the Russiuns daring the war is quite out of action, most of thoirails having. been, torn 
up and the rolling-stock burnt. In the early autumn the Haiderantu, a latge tribe of 
‘Turkish Kurds, attempted to cross’ the border and enter the’Sirdar’s territory, whore a 
part of them used to divell a few years ago, Iqbal-es-Sultanch, however, forcibly 
prevented this and some 2,000 of thege tribemen aré said tolbave oroased the border 
further south and to have gone to the help of Simko, i ‘ 
Afar mpented appeals by the Governor-General here the Sirdar folly ont about 

1,000 horsemen to help in the operations against. Simko from Khoi, but beyond looting

remsiaa toadd a few details, At th beginning of the year thee meee out foo Reeser 
in Tabriz. and M, Bloom, the consul of the old régime, still remained at hia post, There 
were, however, many Moslem Bolsheviks, chiefly Caucasians, working undor the name 
of the Committee of United Persian Communists. ‘Their programme was, to form local 
committees in the principal towns and villages for “co-operation in. political revolution ; 
to fight British imperialism ; overthrow the present and form a new Government, and 
to take all steps to free Persia from the grasp of tho British,’ i 

The chief of the local secret police showed consideruble energy in hunting these 
propagandists and many were arrested and deported, but, after the signing of the 

Ishevik treaty, the Governor-General ordered him to modify his activities, 

On the 2nd April, the authorities, as the result of the treaty, requested! M. Bloom 
to leave, and took over his consulate and also the buildings of the Russian Bank and 
the offices and management of the Tabriz-Julfa Railway, 

Onoe the Caucasus was entirely in Soviet bands the Bolsheviks seem to have 
considerably modified’ their treatment of the inhabitants, and a certain amount of 
trading by individuals was allowed on a siall scale. ‘They seemed very anscious that 
all political refugees. should return to their homes, and u large number, eapectall 
of Armenians, availed themselves of the invitation, ‘The repres of the Central 
Union of Co-operatives arrived, as mentioned above, in the beginning. of June, and on 
the 5th August M. Gelbras, a Jew, arrived, and reopened the Russian eonstlato, - On 
the 9th December the Russian consul-general, M, Doumbis, arrived, and a fow days 
afterwards the red flag was solemnly hoisted over his consulate in the presence of the 
Governor-General and the Persian notables. Many speeches were made, but. little 
enthusinm was)shown. A few weeks previously an Armenian’ ' consul-general”” bad 

ed, and he also ceremoniously hoisted his red flay over a house which had buen lent 
him for the occasion. 

‘The actual results of Bolshevik propaganda in Tabriz ure, as far as I can judge, not 
very considerable, 1am assured by Dashnak Armenians that a party—the 9th Chekka 
—are working most energetically and spending vast sums of money whereby they have 
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on ovér a large following, including all the railway workers and even some of the 
lice, ‘The Governor-General, however, entirely discredits this assertion, and I am 
inclined to agree with his Excellency. 
Te caone Gortain tht the Bolsheviks have beon increasing their fore:s in. the 
Juueasus during the last month, and two Americans of the Near East Relief Committee 
have assured me that the Bolsheviks in Erivan have repeatedly asserted their intention 
of occupying Persian Azerbaijan. Personally, I am inclined to attribute the presence of 
Russian’ troops in the Caucasus rather to the intention of the Soviet Government to show 
the inhabitants of that district that however much they may consider themselves 
independent or federal States, it is from Moscow that they are to receive their instrac~ 
tions, both now and in the future; and also, although they are outwardly on the best of 
tom path the Kemalfsty T cannot help thinking that no Thssian Government, Red oc 
White, will ever remain satisfied so long as Ardaban and Kars are in Turkish hands.

‘The state of thia line is deplorable. No money has been spent on it for years, and 
the sleepers, which should be changed at, least every four years, have been in use for 
seven, and there seems no chance of their being renewed ; in fact, as the chief engineer 
told me, ‘the trains only run at all by the grace of God.” Owing to the troubles in 
the Caucasus at the beginning of the year, very few trains ran‘ to Julfa, and on the 
8th April threo arches of the stone bridge over the Agi Chai, 3 miles from Tabriz, were 
curried away by the flood, which demobilised tivo out of the three locomotives belonging 
to the company which happened to be in the station on this side of the bridge. When 
the flood subsided, a temporary bridge was constructed, thus releasing the engines and 
enabling the trains once more to reach the station, 

‘Towards the end of May tratlio was resumed between ‘Tiflis and Julfa, and eome of 
the trains camo on to Tabriz, bringing travellers from the Caucasus. ‘The service, 
however, was quite irregular, sometimes two trains would arrive and leave in the same 
wok, sometimes three weeks would elapse without a siga of a train. At the end 
Of August @ determined effort was made to improve the train service in the Caucasus, 
find there is now a daily sorvice between Tiflis, Erivan, Batoum and Baku, and T am 
informed that the manager of the Caucasus Railways intends to start. a bi-weekly 
worvice to Julft at the boginning of next year, and hopes to be able to continue it 
to Tabriz Seven British travellers have used this line since it was reopened to leave 
for Europe, and one of them—Mr. J. B, Dodge—was arrested at Batoum on x charge of 
capionage.  Therw are vo passenger carriages, and travellers have to go in goods wagons, 
fnd altogether as things tro at present, travellers who use this line must be prepared to 
face considerable discomfort on the journey.

sector vat, Tn fact, for neatly sixty years His Majesty's Government lis assisted

a ee ctleeiea as well as those of somo of the assistant doctora; and. they Have eupplied

Finally, Lageeo with your Excellency that the administration of quarantine, in 
Persia is the duty of Persian officials. ‘The Persian Government has, however, owing 
Pe of material and properly trained doctors, confided the service in the Persian 
Wult'to medical offcora of the British Government. ‘There can be no doubt of its 
Giidon in having done 60, ot of the benefits which it has derived and is deriving, from 
THearrangement, and from the efficient service whieh bas been built up. Tt is to be 
Hoted, too, that the tnedical officers in question have alwaya acted in the best interest 
settke Poraian Governinent whose officials they temporarily are, ‘The procte-verbauz of 
the Sanitary Council testify to this.

s he likes; reaction from the suppression of free action and free pe an saan ate TS 
Ail, reaction from British indueneo which tad brought about such, a condition of 
‘iMfairs, though this particular revulsion of feeling ix partly influenced by 
reared nas always been notorious forthe violence ofits reactions antl i ties fax 
from representing the province as a whole, In proportion to its 82,000 or 35,008 
inhabitants, it probably contains the ceatent numba of babel, iseantnted, 
intriguing, factions people in Persia, and if it were 

iesualke the life of the provinee would be happier and better ordered. 
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‘The Swedish (Persian) gendarmerie and Germans were almost a3 much the tools 
of Shirazi factions as the instigators of the outbreak in 1915, first against tho British 
colony, then against Kawam-ul-Mulk, which resulted in part of the inhabitants 
plundering another section and laying the seeds for lengthy feuds; this is proved by 
the violence of the swing of the pendulum only six months later, when, with the 
Kawami foree far away, the people themselves under local leaders turned on the 
gendarmerie, broke up a strong force effectually, and incidentally took thelr revenge on 
fellow-townsmen, 


__ The arrival of Prince Farman Farma in the autumn of 1916, with the force of 
Sir P. Sykes in his train, brought a short respite; but, even his arrival was violently 
opposed by the local notables and the Ikhani of the Qashqai in league for onve, and i 
less than two years there was a very general movement to get tid of the British officers 
and the new régime, which broke ont into violent fighting, instigated from Shiraz, for 
4 wide radius rod the town. 
‘The four years of the régime of Farman Farma were notan unmixed blessing. His 
wsatiable oupidity, given free pity by the presence of a British military force. and 
Sir P, Sykes's South Porsia Rifles, has left a deop impression on the minds of tho 
many harassed by him, and from the British point of view he, did untold harm by 
representing himself in many of his actions as under compulsion from the British, 
against whose tyranny he was protecting their individual interests, 

To his influence and personal aspirations for sovereignty in the South may be 
traced the fomenting of that separatist spirit, which has recently becomo 60 marked 
among the Shirazis, 

‘That this exiats strongly among the populace, qnite apart from the temporary 
influonce of the Governor-General, was clearly shown in the Tomaskable outroet ct 
* non-co-operation ” with ‘Tehran in Fobroary and March 1921, when tho eoup d'Blat 
of Sayyid Zia-ed-Din took place and mot with small resistance ‘eleowhoro.  Musaddiqe 
esSultanch was then as much led as the leader: th only matter for surpriso was that 
such a different stamp of man from Farman Farma, a demagogue and student of law in 
Europe, should put himsolf at its head: 

Even after the fall of the Sayyid Zin-ed-Din régime, this “ reionalism,” as it may 
Perhaps best be termed on the Catalan analogy, has demonstrated itself gain in tho 
discussions of the notables of Shiraz ag to their policy, should Bolshevisan eventually 
permeate Northern Persia, as some of them profess to anticipate, and ‘once more in 
Heir plans for maintaining a portion of the South Persia Rifles under their own 
administrative and financial control, and in their antipathy to the despatch of “Cossack 
troops from tho north into Fars and secret plans for thwarting any such threat to their 
own hegetn 

‘The failure of the rising of Colonel Muhammad ‘Taqi Khan in Khorasan, the 
removal of Mirza Kuchik Khan from the seenes in Ghilan, and tho raising of wo largo 
a foree by the present Minister of War, has for the moment silenood public expression 
of the ‘*regionalist” spirit alluded to above, but it is suro:to reappear, 

Jn @ petty form it may be seen coustantly in the opposition of the Shirazi-born 
elements to the appointment of officials from Tehran, strangers to the provinoo, 
Whether it be the Governor-General, his’ entourage, the staffs of tho Dopartments of 
Finance, Justice or the Cossack officers. No one of them is able to remain long, for 
local intrigue gets rid of them, and they fee) their isolation (as several havo avowed to 
me) aud inability to perform their duties successfully in tho faco of it. A striking 
instance occurred in the autumn of 1921 when Nasir-ul-Mulk (of the. Kavami 
family) offered the Minister of Finance to farm the revenuo of Mars for the remaining 
five months of the year for 500,000 tomans, and, on the best authority, would have been 
able to carry out his contract, whereas with difficulty a ‘foreigner’ from the north of 
Persia, however honest and hardworking, has been unable to collect 250,000 tomans for 
the whole year, 

‘The motto here is “Fars and everything of profit in Fars for the Shiraais!”; and 
the town is so united on this point that it outweighs even the disputes of ‘their 
factions. 

Heonomie Situation. 


Economically Vary is in a desperate condition. ‘The influenza epidemic of 1918, 
following cholera in the same year, killed off perhaps 60,000 of its estimated 760,000 
inhabitants. ‘The cattle disease of 1919-20 decreased cultivation and inflicted a tercible 
loss on the peasantry. For several years in succession up to 1920 in northern and 
castern Fars, and to 1921 in southern Fars, locusts partially or wholly destroyed crops.

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‘of the Swedish officers; aud Panians trained by them, xankle so deeply that’ he is 
determined to allow no Swedish-led gendarmerio in Fars again. He was almost equally 
afraid of his personal’ security from attack or sudden arrest, should tho Minister for 
War seid a Cossack force from the north. ‘These motives, added to the opportunity of 
getting a well-disciplined foros under his own control and thus, being in a predominant 
military position in the province, able to impose his will both on his own tribeomon 
and on his Qashqai rivals, led him to press on the Prines Governor-General and the 
Caitral Government a suggestion for the retention of tho remaining third of the South 
Persia Rifles, fully equipped, under the best of their Persian officers. He sugaested 
that the command of these 1,000 men should be given to the senior cavalry major (one 
of his Arab tribesmen), but hinted that he would be willing. to exercise a. general 
control, and, moreover, was willing to seo that 15,000 tomans monthly were provided 
from the taxes of his own properties and those of his partisans, or this financial 
measure sanction was required from ‘Tehran. 

Kavwam-ul-Mulk: ased all his great influence with the religions leaders and the 
notables. of Shiraz for this proposal to be monde a general petition to Tehran. 
Unfortunately for him, and for the good order of the provineo probably, these proposals 
coincided with a political move by his rival, Soule-ed-Dowleh Qashqai, Sardar Ashai 
who, seeing the British influence, which had been so. adverse to his freedom of action, 
disappearing with the disbandmont of the South Persia Ritles, judged the moment 
opportune 0 represent himself to the Persian Government and an anti-British Medjliss 
as the leader of the Nationalists in the south menaced bya pro-British Kawam desirous 
of keeping warm British influence through the rotention of a nuclous of its force. He 
got in first blow, was warmly applauded and decorated by ‘'ehran, and Kawameul- 
Molk was roundly blamed in Persian Government and Nationalist circlos, 

In consequence of this mancuvre—doubiless also tha proposal conflicted with the 
aspirations of the Minister of War—tho tinal dispersion of the men of the South Persia 
Riles took place, and Kavamvul-Afulk propared to avenge himself on Soule 
Dowleh. 

Special sanction from His Majesty's Government bad boon given to a suggestion 
of Colonel Fraser, based on the possibility of the acceptance by the Persian Govern- 
ment of the above proposal, for the retention of some 800 rifles and ammunition to arm 
this mpecial force for Fars. 

Meanwhile a Persian Cossack lieutenant-colonel, whose despatch hind been kept 
back for a time on the urgent representations of Kawam-ul-Mulk to Deputios for Fars 
in the Medjliss, arrived in. Shiraz under orders from the Minister of War to take over 
command of the nominal 400 officers and men known as “nizam,” or regular army, in 
Fars, Duting the past three months he ho rbed this number toa nominal 1,100 men 

ith 70 officers. In that period, though partly for arrear wages, 52000 tomans 

ave been paid out to this force ; but tho men aro not properly paid, and thos officers 
and men who served in the South Persia, Rifles aro discontented vith the absence of 
discipline, good drill, administration and supply arrangements; they aro looking 
slovenly, in ragged uniform, and ungoldierly, aud not a few prephoey the disruption oF 
te force, Some 210 are being used for the private benefit of Hadji Muin-ut-Pujjar, of 
‘Nehran, in a little warsvith one of his tenants; 90 are at Borazjan, where their prestige 
dias already gone; 30 have been appropriated by Kawameul-Mulk, and thero aro n fo 
squads in Abadeh, Jabrum and other places, in addition to the men omployed as 
sentries to Goverament offices and notables in the town ; not more than 30 men appear 
at drill on the parade ground in Shiraz, tho ros are presumably papor soldiers for 
their pay to be drawn. ‘Pho rifles handed over by His Majesty's Government to tho 
Governor-General are partly in use by these man and partly unutilised, Further, 
there exiats feud between the useless fossil” officers of the old“ nizana,” who are 
uvostly Shirazis oceupied in leading quiet lives and extracting pay for themselves and 
their men, and the new importations (ex-South Persia Rifles and others) by the Cossack 
colonel, ‘The former are in no mood to soe a successful infiltration of military régime 
from the north, and are prepared to make common cause with the lenders of the towns- 
people to'resist it. 

‘The recently announced programme of the Minister of War, with its 10,000 troops 
for the south as a coinponent part of the general Persian military system, presonta 
however a serious problem. Howover the local politicians may preach’ national 
regeneration, as Shirazis they do not in the least wish to see themselves under a 
military domination centralised elsewhere, swallowing up the revenue and resources of 
the province to the deprivation of their own share.

Noithor he nor his stalf have any real. knowledge of the geography and tribes of 
the province, and his whole preocoupation is in keeping himself in favour with the 
mullahs and Democrats and in checking intrigues in ‘Tehran to oust him from 
tho position. Mild-mannered, insignificant in person and with « poor constitutio 
frightened of the Medjliss, his one asset as far as British interests are concerned, 
is his personal friendliness towards British people and British influence in Persia, 
Which may be partly attributed to his reception in London, when with tho Shah in 
1920; and it should perhaps be added that he is not extortionate as was Farman. 
Farma, nor without private means to keep up the position as aro other claimants to 
the post. 


Kawam-ul-Mulk, 


Owing to his wife's inheritances, Kawam-ul-Mulk is far richer, and in general 
education (he knows English fairly well) and knowledge of administration better 
equipped than his father. Profiting by the presence of British troops and. the South 
Porsia Rifles, he his brought to heel bis Khamseh tribes, and by judicious handling 
of the Dushmanziari and other districts to the west and south of Shiraz, he has been 
blo, in need, to play his tribal levies off against one another, He has as well gained 
considerable number of adherents among the Qashqai. His grandfather and father 
had been at times hated and even driven out of the town by sections of the populace, 
‘and perhaps the most remarkable achievement of the present Kawam-ul-Mulk is the 
ascendancy which he has obtained, despite his youth, over all sections of the inhabitants, 
mullahs, shopkeepers, Democrats and quarters of the town. 

Mis personal friendly attitude towards the consulate and British inbabitants is 
(at any rate outwardly) most cordial and pleasant, but his belief in the value of British 
relations has undoubtedly diminished, In the first place, he was greatly antagonised 
by the measutes of the Sayyid Ziaed-Din Cabinet, both for the menace which he 
thought lie saw in its programme to his own territorial and tribal sway in Fars, and 
Iecause of the precedent then created of placing in’ prison the grandees of Persia.

THE vicissitudes through which the question of the northern oil concession has 
passed during the last three months have necessitated the despatch to your Lordship of 
a series of telegrams which I would have gladly abridged, but, having regard to the 
intrinsic importance of the matter and its intimate connection with the general financial 
situation in this country, which has for some time past been a source of preoccupation 
to His Majesty's Government, I felt it necessary to keep your Lordship exactly informed, 
of the course of events, 

‘After my early conversations with Kawam-es-Sultanch I realised that, uuless the 
question of the northern oi) could be transferred to a basis other than that of the 
validity or invalidity of the Khostaria concession, the issue would give rise to a 
diplomatic battle between the two Governments, which the Persian Government would 
fight with mulish and unreasoning obstiuacy, while the engagement, during its progress, 
would not only tend to exacerbate the already strained relations between Persia and 
Great Britain, but would also leave the door open for American enterprise to enter 
this country in open rivalry, and even hostility, to British interests, in the role of a 
saviour from “British tyranny,” and with the undisgaised benediction and approval of 
the Persians themselves, Hid such x situation come about, ! have no doubt but that 
American repentance would have been swift ind their disillusion bitter, but, in any ewe, 
the consummation appeared an eminently undesirable one, as well from the point of 
view of Auglo-Porsian as of Anglo-American relations, 

During the conversations which I held with Sir Charles Greenway and Colonel 
Wallace before my departure from London T had ascertained that the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Company was by no means averse from an understanding with the Standard Oil 
Company as regards oil interests in Persia, and. that it was not even indisposed towards 
the idea of American participation in the northern conceasion. I had, therefore, fair 
hopes before reaching 'ehran of the practicability of some fusion of Anglo-American oil 
interests in Persia, and my early impressions of the actual situation here speedily 
convinced mo of its entire desirability, In such fusion I saw a prospect of burying the 
Khostaria concession queation in a manner compatible with British interests and Persian 
‘susceptibilities alike; of implanting w genuine and friendly enterprise in @ portion of 
Porsian tersitory over which even the Rusia of the Soviets still has pretensions to am 
exclusive interest; of affording Persia some relief, even if temporary, from her graye 
finanotal umbarrassinents; of yiving America, as well us Great Britain, a direct stake in 
Northern Persia, and thereby a dirvet interest iu the maintenance of peace and order in 
that region; of ranging automatically British and American influence behind Persia 
in her efforts to resist, Russian penetration, or even aggression ; of giving the United 
States, permeated with anti-British propaganda in respect of our alleged selfish and 
xolusive policy towards Persia, a tangible proof of our disinterested desire to aid this 
unfortunate country.; and, most of all, to insert the thin end of the wedge of Anglo- 
American co-operation, which, in my opinion, offers the best prospect in present 
ireuinstances of raising Persia out of the slough of despond into which she is sinking 
even more deeply. 

Tt was therefore with the utmost satisfuotion that [learnt from your Lordship of 
the initiation of negotiations between the British and American companies with « view 
to co-operation in exploiting the northern oilfields, Meanwhile, however, two events 
had occurred in ‘Tehran which had strengthened the American position, should the 
Americans wish to take advantage of it to our detriment aud with the eet purpose of 
supplanting us, Firstly, the Medjliss, under the inspiration of Kawan-es-Sultaneh and 
of Nosrat-ed-Dovleh, who was the former's parliamentary impresario, liad authorised 
the Government to offer the northern concession exclusively to the American company, 
with a clause forbidding the participation of any other elements in the enterpris 
secondly, a further Medjliss resolution had empowered the Persian Goverment to rains 
1,000,000 dollars us “an advance in respect of the concession which the American 
company was expected to take up in view of the earlier resolution.

I replied’ that unfortunately 
the ‘experience which I mentioned extended practically over the entivo range of 
subjects which T had treated with the Persian Government since my arrival in Peliran 
more than three months previously. Neither notes, representations, conversations nor

T instanced ‘the two questions to which, I understood, the Persian Goverment 
attached most importanee, to-wit, the Southern post offices and the various telegraph 
lines (see my telegram No, 722 of the: 3lst December, 1921), His Excellency was, 
Tadded, well awaro that I had myself left nothing undone to encourage the solution of 
the first question, and he must surely realise what 9 sucrifice it was ‘for us even to 
contemplate the ubolition of the Gulf post offices, which had been the pioneers of tlie 
Postal service in Persia, had rendered incaloulable, service to this country, in some 
cases for a poriod of fifty years, and had been maintained at a'loss by the Government 
of India.

Tam personally of opinion that the third alternative mentioned above is the most 
practical one, but I should be glad to receive your Lordship’s early instructions for my 
guidance in any future developments of the question. 

In the course of recent conversation, I pointed ont to the Persian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs that the refusal of the Russian Goverament to pay tho’ 1920 tariff 
amounted to differential tariff treatment in favour of Russia, and that such a situation 
‘ould not be prolonged indefinitely. I wont on to say that I did not wish to iucrease 
the present difficulties of the Persian ‘Government unnecessarily, but I must warn his 
Excellency that unless something were doue to remedy this’ undesirable. étate of 
affairs, he must not be surprised if he received at any moment a demand for’ most- 
favoured-uation treatment, which would involve a reversion to the 1903) tariff and, 
thereby, a serious diminution of the Porsian revenues. I xominded his, Excellency 
that His Majesty's Government were the other high contracting party of the convention 
which included the 1920 tariff; that this tariff had. been negotiated concurrently with 
the Anglo-Persian Political Agreement of 1919, and had been designed to inereasg the 
Persian customs revenues at the cost of saddling British trade with a heavier burden 
thon it-had hitherto borne; that, whereas the Persian Government had denounced the 

litical agreemont, His Majesty's Government, in a spirit of considerable’ generosity, 

Kd refrained from denouneing tho. Customa Conyestion trom eateries ea 
exchequer had since derived'a large benofit. I believed: the Persian Government 
withed to have a uniform tariff which might make certain abatements from the 1920 
tariff in respect of articles in which Russian trade was especially interested, and British 
trade less 80. If that were 0, I did not think that he would find His Majesty's Govern- 
tient unaccommodating in the matter, but I wished to. impress upon his xcellenoy 
that it was incumbent to conduct any such negotiations in concurrence with His 
Majesty's Government, both because we were parties to the 1920 convention and 
because, if agreement were reached with Great Britain on any modifications of the 1020 
tariff, other countries with commercial interests in Persia would no doubt. acquiosce 
but otherwise the Persian Government would certainly fiud itself confronted with a 
general demand, led by His Majesty’s Goverament under a most-favoured-nation 
treatment clause, for a reversion to the 1903 tariff, 

Hakim-ul-Mulk seemed to grasp my arguments and to understand their justice, 
but I did not feel that an explanation of even such obyious facts aud their consequences 
as Thad given had been superfluous, His Excellency enquired whether my object in 
making these observations was to warn him of what Inight bo impending. {replied 
that such was indeed the case, and that in view of the impending Perso-Russian 
hogotiations on commercial and economic questions and the possible results of the 
Genos Conference which might well have an important bearing on the whole question, 
and also pending the receipt of your Lordship's instructions, I did not intend to prose 
the matter further for the moment, but that, in my opinion, it was eminently advisable 
for the Persian Government to determine its course of action within the next two ot 
three months, and to aequaint us with its intentions, as the present anomalous 
situation could clearly not be suifered to continue indefinitely, 

In the circumstances, I have thought it desirable to summarise the remarks thus 
made orally to Hakim-ul-Mulk in a written memorandum addressed to his. Excellency, 
copy of which I beg leave to enclose herein I have, of course, added « reservation in 
regard to the instructions which I may receive later on from your Lordship, but T 
trust that my representation may substantially merit your Lordship's approval,
